More but still less federal 
funds for Beach school year 



There's good news and bad 
news from Washington about 
Title I money coming to Virginia 
Brach City Public Schools fra- the 
1995-96 Kiraol year. 

The good news is that Virginia 
Beach schools have been 
allocated more federal money 
than had been anticipated for 
education in schools having larger 
concentrations of students 
receiving fiee <w reduced lunches. 

Title I funds suffered a 15 
percent cut in each of the past 
two school yeara and were 
scheduled for a third 15 percent 
cut this year. The actual 
allocatiOT. $3,299,183, reflects a 
much smaller decrease. 

The extra funds make it 
possible fw the nine elementary 
schools designated as Titte I 
schools this yev — down fhn 10 
last year since White Odes 
Elementary was dropped from tte 
list because of a change to 
demographics — to rehire 14 
tem:hen ud mcho assistanu of 
dte 24 who had been reassigned 
for this y^t te^ on funding 
expected by Ti^ I Coordinator 
Diane Pollwd. 



In the past, more Virginia 
Beach schools were Title I 
schools and could still qualify, 
but current funding permits only 
the nine having the greatest n^d 
to be included. 

The bad news is that this year's 
money is still below last year's 
$3,340384 allocaticMi, ^cording 
to Pat House, associate 
supo'intendent for instruction. 

Home said, "Of couise we are 
pleased t receive more than we 
expect^, but even with tl^ extra 
funds, we're having to stretch the 
dollars farther than ever befcHe." 

Wiv% news is that the Title I 
program, which has provided 
valuable instructional assistance 
in language arts and math, is in 
j«>|ardy. 

"There is a good chance that 
Titi^ I money will be eliminated, 
further reduced, or possibly 
become |wt of a block grant in 
the future," said Pollard. "That's 
tte threat that is hanging over us, 
as we're jua taking tfus one year 
tt a time."

creates fabulous 
surf for East 
Coast classic

When Hurricane Felix swept 
dangerously close to the East 
Coast a few weeks ago, hopeful 
competitors of East Coast Surfing 
Championships (ECSC) wished it 
would stay put offshore about a 
week longer to kick . up some 
waves.

Then Tropical Storm Jerry 
arrived, bringing waist- to chest- 
high waves to the grinning surfers 
last weekend. 

"The surf's been fabulous this 
year," said Rick Langlands, 
Virginia Beach Jaycees ECSC 
co-chair.

Under 
normal circumstances, the 
Virginia Beach surf has a small 
break and cannot compete with 
waves found in California. But 
when a storm kicks up swells, the 
surfers are in for some action. 

The eight city tour, which 
features men's short and long 
boarding, as well as women's 
events carries a $300,000 purse. 
Surfers earn points and prize 
money at each event, with the 
one earning the most points 
taking home the title of U.S. 
Surfing Champion.

When Arrowhead Elemen- 
tary School wanted to get into 
"ship shape" this summer, the 
prospects looked bleak until 
its adopt-a-ship partner, the 
U.S.S. Gunston Hall, stepped 
in. 

Last week more than two 
dozen sailors gave their time 
to paint the school gym, a 
time-consuming and much- 
needed improvement that had 
been eliminated because of 
budgetary cutbacks. 

Arrowhead administration 
and faculty regard it as a 
tremendous show of commu- 
nity cooperation. 

"It's a full two-day job. TTiey 
arrive at 7 a.m. and don't leave 
until around 4 in the after- 
noon," Principal Carolyn Gar- 
rett said in admiration. 

"And the hardest part is get- 
ting the high parts at the top!" 
smiled Kathy O'Brien, a first 
grade teacher and the adopt-a- 
school coordinator. 

This unique mentoring pro- 
gram has been in place for 



three year, but last week was 
the first time that such a pro- 
ject was undertaken. 

"In the past we've had about 
10 of the sailors come out and 
pair up with some of the spe- 
cial-needs children, working 
with them in different skills 
that they might need help in," 
she explained. 

In return, while the U.S. 
Gunston Hall goes on its six- 
month deployments, the stu- 
dents wrote letters to their sea- 
faring friends. 

"They also sent videos back 
and forth, because the children 
really enjoyed seeing the 
j places that they (sailors) had 
been. It's really been a great 
asset to our school," O'Brien 
continued. "The children look 
up to them being in uniftmn." 

"And it gives role models fcH- 
the children to see — an op- 
portunity for us to demonstrate 
that the community can work 
together and that people can 
do things to help each other 
without always getting paid fat 
it." Garrett added. 

"Sometimes children today 
think that we have to get paid 
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for everything we do. This way 
we hold hands and everyone 
helps each other. In this day 
and time we certainly need 
more projects like this." 

The sailors of the U.S.S. 
Gunston Hall, however, cer- 
tainly didn't expect to get paid 
for their efforts. Although only 
25 were needed, 60 men even 
volunteered fCH' the task. 

"It's been a real good time," 
said Chief Paul Phelps, who 
helped coordinate the project. 
"I put up the list, and can you 
believe that 60 men, or one- 
fifth of our crew, signed up? 
Nobody's afraid to do work; I 
can sure say that! These guys 
are really psyched up to get 
this done." 

Phelps said the sailors look 
at it as a chance to give back 
to their community. 

"I remember when I was a 
child it was always appreci- 
ated by the faculty when other 
people would offer the school 
help. Once 1 found out I could 
get involved with this partner- 
ship program, I said, 'Now 
here's my chance and hope- 
fully these kids will carry on 
the u-adition,'" Phelps said. "If 
everybody does a litUe bit, the 
next thing you know it's done!" 
"I'm a 'geographical bache- 
lor,'" added Chief Jim Meade 
as he dabbed i»int on a door 
frame. "My family is b^k in 
Ohio, so I think if I was there 
now I'd be doing the same 
thing to help out. 1 just enjoy 
it." 

Electronics technician 
David Anderson made another 
observance as he applied the 
finishing toucles to a wall. 

"I'm just trying not to get too 
much paint on me!" he 
laughed. 

Making the paint-a-thon a 
true ccmmunity project, paint 
was sui^lied by the school 
plant. Brushes, rollers and 
lans were donated by Ncigh- 
boriiood Home Center. The 
PTA provide! snacks and re- 
fireshn^nts.

One of the easiest reminders that It's time 
for Hampton Roads children to return to 
school is those big, yellow school buses lum- 
bering down the city streets to collect their 
precious cargo.

When the bell rings next week calling 
Virginia Beach children back to school. 
Arrowhead Elementary principal Carolyn 
Gaxrett will go from being the mother of just 
one, to "Mom" for 575 students eager to hit 
the books after three months of< summer 
vacation. 

It's a day that the veteran educator has 
grown to love — fresh faces, new 
challenges, a clean slate. 

Garrett will be there to greet it with a 
smile; Arrowhead Elementary, after all, is 
nicknamed "The Friendly School." 

"It's a great school, a wonderful 
community school. We pride ourselves on 
that and have a lot of good support — a 
major strength for us. Like when we had the 
hurricane (Felix) threat, the first thing I saw 
was the recreation supervisor for the 
community at my door asking, "Mrs. Garrett, 
what can I do for you and the school?' She 
said she had some room in her storage for 
our two huge planters outside. Thit's the 
kind of cooperation we get," she explained. 

Entering her seventh year as Arrowhead's 
principal, Garrett started her long career in 
education at L^rrymore Lawns Elementary 
in Norfolk before coming to the Beach 
schools in 1970. She taught at Newtown 
Elementary before giving birth to her 
daughter, Michelle, and picked up her 
career at Kempsville Meadows before taking 
her first administrative position. 

Garrett was assistant principal at three 
schools, including Arrowhead, before 
becoming its principal. The transition from 
classroom to administration proved a 
challenge. 

"It was a huge difference, because the 
school they transferred me to was White 
Oaks Elementary, which at that time had 
about 1,400 children. I went in during the 
middle of the year and, with that many 
children, it was hard enou^ to just learn all 
the names of the teachers, let alo<ie the 
children. But after a while everything 
worked out," she reminisced. 

Today, with a smaller school, a more 
personal approach to education is easier. 

"When we did our survey for the school, 
which we sent out to paienls asking them to 
tell us what they liked, many of the 
comments were that Arrowhead was like a 
small town atmosphere; we all know each 
other and feel comfortable with each other. 
Our school song says those wcffds." ^ 

Even though she's an "old pro" at it now, if 
you had asked Garrett whether she wanted a 
career in education years ago, the answer 
proliably would have been "no." 

"First I wanted to be a nurse," she smiled, 
"but 1 got over Uiat. Then I was sure I wanted 
to be a singer and major in music. Roanoke 
Rapids, N.C. (Garrett's hometown) was v^ 
small, and then 1 went off to East Carolina 
University, which was huge. It frightened me 
away from a music education." 

Garrett finally settled on education and 
realized she had found her niche. 

"From the time I walked into it, I knew it 
was the thing I wanted to do. I ended up in 
the classroom for a long time, 1962 to '85. 
You don't get to be a principal without being 
a teacher," she said. 

Although she isn't in front of the 
blackboard anymore, Garrett still finds 
fulfillment — if not more — at school. 

"Being able to walk down the halls and 
talk to the kids — there's no doubt in my 
mind that that's the best part The little 
children are so excited about twing at school 
and love all the people here. I can walk 
down the hall and guarantee you that I'll be 
grabbed around the legs, because I'm so tall, 
five to 10 times by the little ones. That 
doesn't happen to people with the big 
children!" 

A firm believer that teamwork and 
community involvement are the keys to 
providing a good education, Garrett 
continued, "With society's problems coming 
more and mcHe in to the schools, our plate is 
full. Fm fond of saying that i^rents and the 
school, and the school and the community, 
have to hold hands together to keep society 
together." 




She likes to call herself "Airowhead's 
biggest cheerleader," a nickname she 
proudly bears. Beside her desk Garrett even 
has a teddy bear wearing a tiny Arrowhead 
cheerieading uniform. 

A resident of Virginia Beach's Saw Pen 
Point community, Garrett's time may be at a 
premium due to her job. But she does make 
time for her favorite pastime — singing. She 
is a member of the Kempsville Church of 
Christ adult choir. 

Garrett is also a member and past 
piesident of the Virginia Beach Elementary 
Principals Association and belongs to Delta 
Kappa Gamma and Phi Delta Kappa. 

SIk holds a bachelor's degree in education 
and a master's degree in administration, both 
from Old Dominion University. She is 
currently pursuing additional coursework at 
George Washington University.

Micki Leigh Carlson is one 
busy lady. Preparing to be a new 
mom this month, she is also a 
glasaniih, singer, songwriter, uid 
musician — but she's deflnitely 
not a new face around town. 

Since June 1, the 33-year-old 
Carlson has provided glassmithing 
inside of Scooters, a iww arcade 
that was once a roll» skating rink 
on Atlantic Avenue at the beach. 
There, her glass demonstrations 
can be seen from 10 a.m. to no<»i, 
Sunday through Thunday, and 1 
p.m. on Fridays and Saturdays. 

"It's been a real Godsend to be 
here," she smiled. 

Carlson's glassmithing 
experience began at the Glass 
Baron, a glass factory operating 
out of Virginia B«ich that ships 
all over the world. There, Carison 
worked as an apprentice and 



learned how to make four 
difflerent items — a small bird 
bath, a larger bird bath, an old- 
fashioned wishing well pump, and 
tten the wishing well. 

"They were repetitive, but it 
has to be repetitive so you can 
learn how to blow the gl^s." die 
explained." 

Carlson jvefers to call what she 
does glassmithing instead of 
glassblowing, since she says she 
really doesn't do much of the 
latter. About the glass, she says, 
"I melt it, I work with it, I K^ulpt 
it. Scientifically, it's called 
flamewoiking." 

When asked to give some 
technical details about her skill, 
she responded, "First of all I'll 
give you an idea about the 
supplies and the tools. It's an 
oxygen and protein mixture flame 
with a blow torch that you 



use-.-Hiere's different techniques 
which we call 'stitches.' TTjere's 
one called a drop stitch that 
makes a real fluffy-looking type 
of base. It almost looks like a 
snow cone. 

"And then there is a running 
stitch which is hard to des;ribe — 
but there are different types of 
stitches... mi then tfaoe's a lot of 
solid work, so there's no really 
much blowing work. It's strictly a 
hands-<»i type of craft, or an art," 
she explained. 

"This type of woric started out 
in laboratories with Pyrex glass 
— laboratory glass blowing — 
that's the type of glass they they 
use in scientific laboratories, such 
as test tubes. There are some 
other types of glass, but mainly 
it's Pyrex. They used that medium 
and then people started getting 
creative," Carlson said.

"Right now I'm, pursuing a 
career with Willow Productions, 
an independent record label in 
Virginia Beach where Waynne 
Phillips, the first artist with 
Willow Productions, is thie 
president," said Carlson. She is 
pleased that Phillips' wife, 
Janeeda, will be singing back-up 
to some of her songs.

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Back Bay 
will have 
deer hunt 
for 7 days 

Back Bay National Wildlife 
Refuge will hold a seven-day deer 
hunt for white-tailed deer and 
foal hogs beginning on Oct 7 and 
conchid&ig on Oct. 14 (no hmiting 
(m Sunday, Oct. 8). 

The seven-day hunt will be 
open to shotgun hunting. Bow 
hunting will be peraiitted through 
the hunt. Refuge hunts, which 
have been held annually since 
1986. are aimed at maintaining a 
stable deer population. Hunting 
will once again take place on 
2,007 acres of refuge lands, 
contained within several pre- 
determined zones. 

Habitat to be hunted will 
include marsh, forest, fields and 
dunes. All hunting will be in 
accordance with. State regulations 
and bag limits, and subject to 
additional refuge-specific 
regulations. 

A total of up to 62 hunters per 
day will be issues permits to 
participate in the hunt. 
Reservations for hunt days and 
zones wiir be on a computer 
lottery basis. A special lottery 
may be held to accommodate one 
iK)n-ambulatory hunter per day. 

Hunters must submit an 
application form postmarked no 
later than Sept 9 or received in 
the Back Bay Refuge Office no 
later than SqH 13, at 4 p.m. to be 
eligible for the lottoy. 

Applications and hunter 
information packets are now 
available from the refuge, the 
lottery wiU be held at 10 a.m. m 
Sept. 18 at the refuge 
headquarters. Those submitting 
more than oi» aj^Ucation wUl be 
disqualified. A list of selected 
hunters will be posted at the 
Visitor Contact Station and all 
selected hunters will be notified 
by mail. 

Each refuge hunter will be 
charged a $10 cost recovery fee, 
to be paid on the day of the hunt. 
There were 582 q^plicants for 
the 434 hunting slots available in 
1994. Three-hundred-fifty-dne 
hunters were selected by 
comirater lottery, a swcess rate 
of 60 pacmt. Tlie mMdning slots 
were filled by the stmdby lottny 
hunt which is held (Mice each day 
at apim}ximately S:1S a.m. All 
hunters must enter the refuge l^ 3 
a.m. to i»iticipate in the hunt. 

During last year's seven-day 
aeaKHi, hunters harvested S6 deer, 
27 dOM ttid 29 bucks. Twenty-two 
feral hogs were also taken, an 
increase from the 19 taken in 
1993. 

The hunt provides an 
opportunity to manage wildlife 
p<q)ulations, as weU as providing 
wildlife-oriented recreational 
opportunities in the Virginia 
Beach area. Cuircatly, the refuge 
alio provides opportunities for 
bird watching, photography, 
hiking, bicycling, fishing, nature 
study, and participation in 
educational programs. The 
operation of this hunt s^ves a 
wildlife-oriented public that has 
traditionally supported the 
mana^ment of Natitmal Wildlife 
Refuges and otha public lands. 
The refuge will be closed to all 
other uses during the hunting 
period.

beds away from windows where 
dangling cords could be in reach. 
The same positioning of furniture 
applies to sofas or chairs that 
allow children to climb up and 
reach the cords. 

Children who get the cords 
around their necks could become 
entangled or, more tragically, 
strangled. 

An effective and simple way to 
eliminate the potential danger a 
loop creates is to cut the cord 
above the tassel (which is 
actually a thimble-like knob), 
remove the buckle and add two 
new tassels at the end of each 
cord. 

If you have two-corded pleated 
or cellular shades, follow the 
same procedure: cut the cord 
above the tassel and add a 
separate tassel at the end of each 
cord. Remember that when these 
shades are raised, a lo<^ appears 
above the cord-stop, so keep the 
cord out of the re^h of children. 

If you have vertical blinds 
drapery cords or any treatment 
with a chain pulley system, the 



safest thing to do is to secure the 
cord or chain to the floor, wall (a 
window jamb. 

Regardless of the type of blM 
or shade you have, it is l)est to 
keep cords out of a child's ttxh. 
B^ause toddlers and young 
children can find trouble just 
about anywhere, here are some 
other home safety tips: 

■ Remove all breakables from 
low tables, ^Ives and the floor. 

■ Put plants or electrical cords 
out of diildren's reach. 

■ Use outlet closures so 
curious kids won't put their 
fingers or objects into the 
electrical outlet. 

■ Use stair guards. 

■ Ib warm weatho-, lock screen 
doors to keep kids who lean 
against them from falling onto a 
cement stoop or stq)S. 

■ Cushion sharp edges on 
tables and counters. 

■ Use child latches for 
cabinets in the kitchen, bathroom 
and anywhere else that dang^ous 
items are sieved.

The city will not build a new 
buildmg for the Departments of 
Social Services and Health in 
Larkspur and chances are City 
Council will go back to the 
original recommendation of the 
staff to locate the building at the 
Rosemont Interchange of the

Council voted 7-4 Tuesday to 
reject the use of city-owned 
property at South Independence 
Boulevard and Holland Road 
following an avalanche of 
objections from Larkspur 
resi(tents, and directed staff to 
review all other options with 
recommendations due within 30 
days. 

Voting against the motion were 
CouncUmembers John A. Baum, 
Harold Heischober. Barbara

they would have preferred to 



approve the Kosemont proposal 
from the Runnymede Corporation 
immediately, 

Councilmember W.W. Harrison 
Jr. said that he was still 
concerned because. "we thought 
we could save the citizens some 
dollars." He added that the city 
put the Olympia Company, which 
had submitted a proposal fcv the 
city-owned Independence Road 
site, through some unneeded 
expense. 

The Olympia Proposal included 
a six-story building on the 
Independence Road site. The 
Runnymede organization then 
submitted a two-story plan plus 
additional property owned by 
Runnymede.

Republicans do damdest to honor contract

It is almost certainly a fact that few 
of those who voted for a Republican 
Congress last November had any 
clear idea of the "Contract with 
America" on whiqh most of the 
party's Houise candidates stood for 
election. 

But if vot- 
ers want what 
they're al- 
ways saying 
they want, 
which is poli- 
ticians who 
honor their 
promises, 
they got it in 
Garland spades. 

Seldom in 
American history has any body of 
officeholders worked so hard to do 
that which they said they would do 
than Speaker Newt Gingrich and 
company. 

Space permitting, any number of 
doubts could be raised, including the 
very large one that nrost of the bills 
the House has passed will be watered 
down or defeated — either by Demo- 
cratic filibusters in the Senate or 
President Bill Clinton's veto pen. 
Still, this is an appropriate time for 
one of our little visits with the Vir- 
ginia House delegation. 

To refresh memories, it consists of 
six Democrats: Owen Pickett, Rob- 
ert Scott, Norman Sisisky, L.F. 
Payne, James Moran and Rick 
Boucher; and five Republicans: Herb 
Bateman, Bob Goodlatte, Tom 
Bliley, Frank Wolf and newcomer 
Tom Davis. 

If there are any surprises here, it is 
the extent to which Pickett, who has 
nursed a reputation as a nKxlerate, 
has sided with the Democratic lead- 
ership against the contr«:t. 

From his years In tlw Virginia Sen- 
ate, Bateman was known as a conser- 
vative who knew his own mind and 
could seldom be talked out of it. 

Among Republicans, he has been 
the only freqi^nt dissenter from the 
party line. 

While the delegation's two 
weathervanes, Payne and Sisisky, 
blow tack and forth depending on 
how hard business leans on them, the 
others fall into a fairly fxi^ictable 
pattern. 

In the first 100 days of the first 
Republican House in 40 years, the 
GOP leadership concentrated on 
what might be called "structural" 
change. It carried tlw day on every 
significant item except term limits, 
where it fell short of tlw two-thirds 
require for a constitutional amend- 
ment. 

In the second hundraJ days tlwy 
set their sights on fiscal and regula- 
twy issi^. While the GOP leadn^- 
ship had its way on practically every- 
thing, there was less |wty-line vot- 
ing in tte Virginia (telegatiMi. 

Om isste that did unite all Vir- 
ginia Republicans in favor Md all 
Denwcrau against was tte bill cut- 



ting taxes by $189 billion over five 
years. 

This would allow a $500 credit 
against federal income taxes due for 
each dependent child in households 
with taxable incomes up to $200,000 
a year. 

It also reduced the tax on capital 
gains and repealed the increase in 
taxes on Social Security benefits put 
through in Clinton's first year. 

Another bill that found the del- 
egation split along party lines was 
welfare overhaul. The bill coijsol- 
idated dozens of federal welfare "pro- 
grams into five block grants to the 
states, which could design their own 
programs of public assista,nce, sub- 
ject to a few mandates. 



While the 
delegation's 
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These include no cash benefits 
for unwed mothers under 1 8 and no 
benefits at all for those not holding 
U.S. citizenship. The states would 
also be required to withdraw driver's 
and professional licenses from those 
not paying child supp(Mt. 

The bill also tightened eligibility 
for two fast-growing programs, food 
stamps and Su^rinnenial Security 
Income. 

Bills (tealing with the regulator 
activities of the federal government 
drew bi-{»t1isan support in the Vir- 
ginia delegation. Only Scott and 
Bouch^ vMed against a bill requir- 
ing fedoal agencies to perform a 
(ktailed assessment of c<Ms vs: ben- 
efits before imposing any new regu- 
lation costing a jxivate swtor more 
than $25 million. 

But even SctMt voted fm a Ull 
requiring federal agencies u> ccxn- 
pensate ownen of private prt^jerty 
when regultficms (tocrease the value * 
of their fMt^)«ty by 20 percent or 
mwe. leaving only Bouclw ud 
Mnan vexing no. 

But CM final pusage of the omni- 



bus regulatory overhaul that com- 
bined all these bills, even Moran 
voted yes. That left only Scott and 
Boucher to express confidence in the 
existing regulatory climate. 

A somewhat different pattern 
emerges on bills dealing with legal 
reform. The most important of these 
seeks to discourage "frivolous" law- 
suits by imposing a modified "loser- 
pays" system. 

This includes possible sanctions 
against attorneys bringing such suits. 
All Democrats except Payne voted 
against this bill whileall Republicans 
except Bateman voted fqr it. 

The House also passed a com- 
plicated products-liability bill to ad- 
dress the concerns of manufacturers 
than an excess of litigation is killing 
innovation. The bill limits punitive 
damages to $250,000, and only that 
when a plaintifi'can show a manufac- 
turer "intended" harm. 

"niat's a high standard of proof, 
indeed, but it would not limit re- 
covery of economic losses. 

TTie bill also imposes a 15-year 
limit on all product-liability cases. 
All members ofthe delegation except 
Bateman, Pickett and Scott voted for 
this. 

Another bill takes aim at suits by 
stockholders of public corporations. 
It does so by increasing the burden of 
proof on those bringing suit, and by 
making them liable for legal costs 
when they lose. 

Such suits normally arise when the 
stock of a corporation falls upon re- 
vealing bad news. Even Democrats 
liked this bill, which passed 325 to 
99. Among Virginians, only Scott 
and Boucher voted no. 

When Congress returns after La- 
bor Day it faces a contentious month. 
Republicans must show they're seri- 
ous about reducing die deficit for the 
fiscal year beginning Oct. I while 
Democrats force them to go on 
record taking an ax to seniors, veter- 
ans, students, etc. 

As the dust settles, voters may 
very well show even more disap- 
proval of the GOP Congress. But 
they might have the gnwe to grant it 
has tried to enact the agenda on 
which it campaigned.

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Water m^y is a critcal iswe in 
Virginia Beach and in much of 
Southeastern Viiginia. Population 
growth, coupled with the region's 
nittural vulnerability to drought, has 
underscored the necessity for the 
development of additional water 
sun>li«. Extensive state and fnieral 
regulation, 
however, 
makes soch 
develofmiait 
a complex 
and time- 
consuming 
encteavor. 

As plans 
fcH- area wat- 
er supply 
|Ht)jects are 
navigated 
through per- 
mitting re- 
quirements, 
conservation 
has become 
increasingly 
essential, not 
only to the 
^ immediate 

goal of i»olonging existing resources, 
but to long-term goals of encouraging 
accmununity ethic of stewardship for 
our public water supplies. 

In Virginia Beach, the department 
of Public Utilities employs various 
educational, incentive, and training 
programs to promote water 
conservation. One of these programs 
is the Multi-Family Water 
ConsCTvaticMi Training Program. The 
program was designed to train 
apartment property owners, 
managers, and maintenancepoisonnei 
in effective measures to reduce their 
overall water consumption. 

The program is unique in that it 
rqjresents a change in the usual way 
of doing business. Customarily, 
apartment managers looking to reduce 
water consumption enlist the help of 
professional water conservation 
consulting firms. 

Virginia Beach is taking a more 
active approach in encouraging the 
multi-family industry to become 
water efficient Hie dq}artment of 
Public Utilities retained its on 
consulting firm, CI^I Corporation, 
to teach spaxmtiA complexes how to 
help themselves. 

The curriculum for the training 
program was developed in a 
coqioative effort beiween stafffrom 
VffgihaBeachPublicUtilities,CTSl 
Corporation and theTidewatQiMulti- 
Family Housing Councfl (TMHC). 
Representatives from TMHC 
identified water consumptimi and 
conservation concons cS tlw local 
multi-family industry. The training 
program was then customized to 
address these sp»;ific concerns. 

The training consisted of a tiiree- 
hour interactive workshop. 
Participants were provided with 
consumption histories of their 
respective properties. The 
consumption histories were used to 
calculate per capita consumpti(m 
within the various apartment 
communities and to complete a cost- 
benefit analysis of replacing 



^onventicmal toilets witii ulbB tow- 
flush models. 

Additionally, participants were 
encouraged to implement proactive 
preventative maintenance sch^uled 
to reduce die numbo^of lasting loitets 
and faucets. By conducting a quick 
plumbing audit while on a routine 
service call, maintenance persouwl 
can spot and repair costiy leaks and 
avoid coming back <m wlditional 
service calls. 

Tlie plumbing audit also envies 
maintenance pei%nnel to become 
familiar with the flow rates of various 
plumbing fixtures thraughout die 
complex. This knowledge' is 
important in determining the 
prospective benefits of repliKdng old 
fixtures wiUi new water-efficient 
models. 

Finally, the training program 
incorporated methods of gaining 
tenant cooperation. It has long beoi 
recognized that since m(»t apartment 
residents do not directiypay for water, 
they often have litde motivation to 
reduce water consumption. 

By offering education on water 
supply issues, conservation methods, 
and community consumption goals, 
apartment managers provide Uieir 
residents with "ownership" in the 
community's conservation effort. 
Other £q)artment communities go a 
step furdia by holding social events 
widiin thecomidex to thank residents 
for their efforts to reduce water 
consumption. 

The training program was 
conducted in October 1994 over a 
two-we^ period toacconamodate the 
interested prq)erties. The sessions 
were held in a vacant apartment 
donated by one of the complexes in 
the city. 

Water conservation product 
suppliers and local plumbing supply 
houses were invited to display their 
products for the participants. 

One of the bedrooms in the 
apartment was convoted into a 
makeshift showroom for various 
models of ultra low-flush toilets. 

The Multi-Family Water 
Conservation Training f^ogram was 
well-received. A follow-up survey of 
participants conducted Iqr CTSI was 
conducted to gauge the effectivoiess 
of the i»Dgram. The survey results, 
outlined in the enclosed 
correspondence from CTSI 
C(»pwation. were encouraging. 

Two properties. Herons Point and 
College Square AjMUtments, were 
recognized with Virginia Beach 
Water Conservation Leadership 
Awards for their effoits in conserving 
water. By installing ultra low-flush 
toilets and implementing tenant 
education pn^rams, botii properties 
have reduced their overall water 
ccxisumixioa by ajproximately 25 
percent. 

Virginia Beach PuUic Utilities is 
planning to offer the water 
conservation training sessions for 
hotels and motels.

Virginia Beach's Charles DiMarco Jr. just 
doesn't live up to the stereotype of a shoe 
repairman: a gray-headed gentleman in his 
6(te silently bent over a shoe concentrating 
int^tiy on his work. 

''Soun(|s more like ray dad," DiMarco 
grins, his broad anile lighting up his young 
face. 

Young doesn't mean he has any less 
mastery at tiie art than his late faUier. The 
27-year-old DiMarco, in fact, is still used to 
folks coming into his shop on Kempsville 
Road and looking for someone a litUe older 
to take care of dieir needs. 

"But I've pretty much been involved in 
this all my life," the New York native 
explained. "As the oldest son, my dad 
always wanted me in the shop to watch him. 
There were days I couldn't go outside even if 
it was tiie best day in the world. He was 
pretty lenient if Uiere was no work to be 
done, so dad wanted me to learn this." 

At first it started off with cleaning and 
stocking shelves, but DiMarco soon 
progressed beyond that. 

"[By Uie time I was 10 or 11 he had me 
doing some glueing, bagging up shoes, little 
stuff like tiiat. In high school he actually had 
me doing some of die easy stuff — repairs 
like fixing ladies' heels, shines, some dye 
work. I like it. You start wiUi a shoe tiiat 
looks like nodiing and it comes out looking 
brand new. By the time I was a junior or 
senior in high school, he'd actually put me 
into pulling the shoes apart. He'd do one 
shoe and walk me tiuough it" 

It could prove a frightening experience, for 
die young repairman-to-be was worried that 
he would ruin someone's expensive footwear. 
"They were always customers' shoes, 
never ones we bought from tiie tiirift store," 
DiMarco remembered. "I've made a few 
mistakes in the past, but not one where tiie 
customer would never come back. Half the 
time people would say, 'Chuck, you do great 
work.' He'd turn around and say, 'My son did 
this!' I used to say, 'Dad, you're going to 
scare him away.' Eted's goal was always for 
me to take over." 

But he had never intended on pursuing the 
business full-time tiiat his fatiier founded in 
1955 — until tiie senior DiMarco took ill. 

"1 never really intended to do a full 
partnerdiip with him," he admitted. "But 1 
knew Dad was sick, and I did have a leave 
of absence from Home Quarters (where he 
was formerly employed). He wasn't 
recovering as fast as we thought he would 
and HQ said tiiey had to let me go." 

Sadly, DiMarco's father died from cancer 
two weeks later. He continued renovating 
tiie new shop site (the first was in Virginia 
Beach) that his dad had picked before an 
operation for his cancer. 

"Since the doors had been opened, he had 
never really done any major repairs. I did 
them all; I'd never been under such pressure. 
It took a good two months after hours from 
HQ — I'd get out of tiiere at 6 p.m. and stay 
here until midnight — putting the walls up 
and building the counters." 

Then, witii tiie years of training from his 
father under his belt, DiMarco set up shop. 
Occasionally his brother and one of his 
sisters will lend a hand running errands and 
doing oUier odd jobs. 

DiMarco has grown to love die business 
just as much as his father did. It's evident as 
he stops working on whatever shoe he may 
be repairing to issue a hearty "hello" to 
customers who come in. He has also grown 
to talK pride in his work. 

"It's taking something that comes in here 
all beat up and reworking it to look much 
better. It's die satisfaction of it loddng good 
and the reaction of the customers saying, 
'Wow, it looks great!'" 

What irics him more Uian anything is shops 
that insist tiiey're tiiey best, while shoddy 
workmanship more aptly describes the job. 

"Since the '70s, it's gotten to the point 
where people swear up and down that tiiey're 
tiie best. But it's just not true." he explained. 
"There are people in the business who really 
don't know how to fix shoes. Then the 
customers come to me with shoes that have 
been repaired poorly and it will take me 
even longer to fix. I don't think a lot of 
people out tiiere really know what a good 
job is. It gets people upset and steers them 
away from getting tiieir shoes repaired. My 
opinion is that if you can't do it right, go 
back to school or get out of die business." 

Although DiMarco originally rebelled at 
tiie concept of doing tiie work of his fatiier, 
he doe»i't sing that same tune Uxlay. 

"I'm glad tiiat I learned from him," he said 
seriously. "I'm tiiankful for it now, especially 
since he's left us, because a lot of what I 
learned eons ago is coming back to me. It's 
a reflection of what he taught me." 

Work good enough to make his mentor 
proud? 

"I would hope so, altiKHigh he never really 
expressed his thoughts like tiiat," DiMarco 
smil^.

Beginning last Friday, 
customers who renew their 
driver's Ucenae at die DqxBUnent 
of Motor Vehicles (DMV) may 
elect to replace their social 
security numbo* on their ^ver's 
license with a com'puter- 
^nerated numb«. 

This optim will be (^&ed as a 
result of a bill passed in the last 
General Assembly session and 
irign^ by Gov. Allen. 

When filling out a driver's 
license application, customers 
may request that DMV generate a 
number to wrve as dieir driver's 
license customer number. DMV 
computer will graoMe a mmbet 
consisting of a lett» and eight 
numnals diat will serve as die 
customer number. Customns who 



select the new option will not 
have the social security number 
appeal on dieir drive's license. 

Although the computer- 
generated number will an)ear on 
the licMisc of iho» selecting the 
new option, customers still must 
provide their social security 
number to DMV. 

The agency uses the social 
security number to maintain 

accurate driving records and 
exchange information with law 
enf(m:ement, odier states and the 
courts. 

Customers renewing their 
license or getting a license in 
Virginia for dw fust time will not 
be charged to customers who 
request a license outside dieir 
scheduled renewal time.

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Confirmed rabid 
bat prompts warning 



The Virginia Beach Health 
Department was notified 
recently that a bat which had 
exposed at least six childisn 
had tested posilivie tot rabies. 
Tljesc children are residents of 
Wadsworlh Homes, a Navy 
dependent housing area, and 
are now undergoing post 
exposure vaccinaticMis. 

Bats are extremely dangerous 
carriers of rabies. This comes 
on the heels of an incident 
where an unprotected dog was 
exposed to a rabid raccoon in 
the period when the city was 
ineparing for Felix. The raccoon 
entered a fenced yard in the 
Great Neck area. 

This incident resulted not 
only in the euthanasia of the 
pel, but required post exposure 
immunization for the owner. 
During times of stress, such as 
. severe inclement weather, 
many animals are more likely 
to display unpredictable 
behavior, and if infected with 
the rabies virus, may shed the 
virus in their saliva more 
readily. 

This brings a total of 34 rabid 
animals identified in the city 
since the current epidemic 
began in 1992. This includes 30 
raccoons, two cats and now two 
bats. 

Dr. Suzanne Dan^y, M.D., 
Health Department director, 
strongly advises that Virginia 
Beach residents and visitors 
take the following steps to 
prevent families and pets from 
becoming exposed to rabies: 

■ Report all animal bites to 
the Animal Control Bureau at 



427-5616 or the Virgioia Beach 
Health Department «.491-5940. 

■ Undo' no circumstances try 
to Umch or pick up live, sick or 
dead bats. Bats are very 
dangerous even when dead. 
Call the Animal Control Bureau 
81427-5616. 

■ EN) not approach wild 
animals, especially bats, 
raccoons, opossums, foxes, 
skunks or stray dogs and cats. 

■ Ensure all pet dogs and 
cats have a current rabies 
vaccination. If you have any 
questions consult your 
veterinarian (x the local health 
department. 

■ Conflne your pets to your 
propmy. 

As part of the city's 
continuing efforts towards 
rabies control, and in view of 
the recent confirmed <;ases of 
animal rabies, clinics {ffOvWng 
reduced cost rabies shots for 
dogs and cats will be held at 
the following locations in 
Virginia Beach on Saturday, 
Sept 16 between 2-S p.m.

Owen Pickett, 2nd 
Congressman from Virginia 
Beach, has asked U. S, Attorn^ 
Genial Janet R^o to investigate 
the handling of the Lake Gaston 
Water Pipeline project by the 
Environmental Protecdon A^ncy. 

In a letter to Reno dated SefK. 
1, Pickett refers to "improper 
disclosure of Federal agency 
matnials and improper exparte 
communications with 
reiN^sentatives of Nordi Carolina" 
by Environmental Protection 
Agency employees in Region IV. 

Pickett cites a letter firom Carol 
M. Browner, administrator of the 
EPA to Lois D. Cashell, secretary 
of die Fednal Energy Regulatory 
Commission. Hie letter alleges 
"administration" support of die 
North Carolina position. 

In response to Browner's letter 
to Cashell, dated Aug. 25. Pickett 
says he finds it "surprising and 
grossly inappropriate for you as 
die chief administt'ative officer of 
tiie EPA to write a letter alleging 
'administration' support for a 
position that has nothing to do 
with the statutory responsibility 
and duties of die EPA. 

"By referring to the 
'administraticMi' it is obvious you 
are trying to bring undue 
influence into the decision- 
making process at the Federal 



Energy Regulatory Commissicm. 
Please inform me who in die 
'administration' su|^>orts you 
int^vention in die in Qie FERC 
preceding. 

"...Your letter is another 
instance where ^tivities of North 
Cffitdina in oppmtim to die Lake 
Gaston Project Obviously, this is 
not accidental. 

"It strikes me as highly 
inapproiniate for the EPA to hold 
itself out as a federal agency 
making objective and impartial 
decisions relating to 
environmental issues while being 
part of a conspiracy wiUi other 
parties opposing the Gaston 
Projwt" 

Pickett in his letter asks that 
the EPA publicly disclose the 
agency process by which the 
decision was made "to meddle in 
the FERC proceedings by wridng 
the letter." He also asks how it 
hai^iened that die mailing of die 
letter was coordinated with a 
filing by North Carolina with 
FERC. 

Pickett continues that die letter 
"smacks of conspiracy, abuse of 
power, attempting to improperiy 
influence the outcome of a 
pending licensing proceeding 
before a federal agency, 
unauthorized use of your position 
as administrator of die EPA and 
just plain improper or possibly 
illegal federal bureaucratic 
meddling."

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Corporate Landing park 
facelift is in city's future

Corporate Landing off General 
Booth Boulevard in the southern 
end of the city, which has been a 
kind of pink elephant of office 
parks for the past six years, is be- 
ing taken off the back shelf by a 
program recommended by the 
Corporate Landing Task Fwce. 

John Maxwell, the city's new 
director of Economic 
Development, in presenting the 
task force recommendations to 
Virginia Beach City Council at a 
work session Tuesday, said that 
business conditions change — 
they are not the same as they 
were six years ago and neither are 
the prospects for Corporate 
Landing. 

What the Task Force has rec- 
ommended is a mix of business, 
retail and entertainment with em- 
phasis on flexibility to accommo- 
date new ideas and a high stan- 
dard of quality for the whole. 

Councilman W. W. Harrison Jr. 
said that some of the recommen- 
dations are more important than 
others and said that the most im- 
portant will change the course of 
Corporate Landing. 

Among the recommendations 
considered essential are: 

• Building out Corporate 
Landing Parkway on an acceler- 
ated development schedule, mak- 
ing a connection between General 
Booth Boulevard and Dam Neck 
which would encourage through 
traffic. 

Building out the entrance land- 
scaping at the intersection of 
Corporate Landing Parkway and 
General Booth Boulevard and 
landscaping the General Booth 
Boulevard frontage of the park. 
The cost of road construction 
would come to approximately $2 
million and the landscaping costs 
to $244,1 10 to $249,1 10. 

The council, sad Harrison, 
should direct the Planning 
Department to prepare modified 
zoning for medium ctensity office 
(MDO) and research and devel- 
opment (R&D). 



Harrison said that he had some 
concern about "another grocery 
store" and that some recreational 
uses are needed to spur develop- 
ment. He suggested that a retail 
area on General Booth Boulevai^ 
should be establisted is a demon- 
stration project with an upscale 
supermarket. TTiat should be left 
to the private sector, he said. 

Burrell Suanders, chairman of 
the Task Force, said that various 
services should be available 
within the business center be- 
cause that' what potential busi- 
nesses are looking for. 

Among other recommendations 
of the Task Force: 

• The relocation of one reten- 
tion lake should be evaluated to 
create an additional storm water 
management system that would 
accommodate R&D property 
and enhance property values and , 
ales. 

• The Zoning should be modi- 
fied to provide for flexibility in 
the location of use groups in the 
office park and die Development 
Authority should be given the 
management responsibility for 
maintaining the master plan and 
governing the location of various 
issues within the overall park. 

• Zoning should be changed to 
allow the Development Authority 
to modify and interpret the design 
criteria in accordance with the 
terms stated in the covenants and 
restrictions which are deeded with 
the land. 

• Evaluate the potential of con- 
structing a city library in 
Corporate Landing adjacent to or 
as part of the retail facilities 
along general Booth Boulevard. 

• The potential for the creation 
of a second entrance off Dam 
Neck Road west of the existing 
entrance and at the end of the ex- 
isting perimeter parkway .rfioul d 
be evalutted. ' ""* 

• Zoning and appropriate regu- 
lations should be modified to ex- 
pand retail uses including large 
grocery stores and entertainment 
and recreational uses.

The School Board that in the 
past has had the prert)gative of 
holding its cards close to its chest 
may have to show its hand a little 
earlier and a little more often to 
let Virginia Beach City Council 
know whaf going on. 

The changed rules of the game 
come with.a conunitraent by City 
Council Tuesday to pay the $7.4 
million deficit on the 1994-95 
Operating Budget revealed by die 
School Board a few weeks ago 
but not until the School Board 
agrees to certain measures rec- 
ommended by City Manager 
James K. Spore. 

The final agreement will be be- 
fore council on Nov. 7 when the 
funds will be appropriated. 

While Spore's efforts were di- 
rected mostly to preventing the 
same diing bom happening in the 
future, one Council member 
would like to And the individual 
or individuals responsible for the 
overspending so somebody could 
be held accountable. 

Councilman Robert K. Dean, of 
a council work session Tuesday, 
objected to "sweeping this thing 
under the rug ... Damn die bond 
rating." 

The city management is con- 
cerned that any lapse by the 
School Board would reflect badly 
on the city's financial ratings 
which in turn would lead to higher 
interest rates on borrowing. 

"We're dealing with taxpayers' 
money," said Dean ... Some one 
should be responsible to the citi- 
zen T*" (hi.s doesn't come out in 
t {the city manager's 
I i-ndaiions) I can't accept 

we're doing a disservice 
-pie." 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf said 
that the city's high bond rating 
will save the city money. If and 
when that person or persons re- 
sponsible for the deficit is found, 
she said, the acting superinten- 
dent of schools, James L. 
Pughsley, will respond. "Once he 
has the strong card. Obemdorf 
said, "he will take action." 
Pughsley took office two months 
ago after Superintendent of 
Schools Sidney Faucette resigned 
to take a similar position in 
Georgia. 

At, the regular session later, 
council adopted by a vote of 9-0 
(Vice Mayor William D. Sessoms 
Jr. and Louis Jones were absent) a 
resolution outlining the steps that 
needed to be taken. 

The resolution states that the 
School Division urges its suf^rin- 
tendent to cooperate and collabo- 
rate widi the city manager te im- 
plement the following steps: 

• Prepare a proposed reconcili- 
ation plan for the $7.4 million 
deficit subsequent to the receipt 
of the independent auditor's report 
which focuses upon a means to 
fund the deficit without harming 
the quality of education available 
to the children and without in- 
creasing the burden on the tax- 
payers. 

• Provide by Oct. 15 a verifi- 
able projection of revenues and 
expenditures for die 1995-96 bud- 
get year. 

• Develop a memorandum of 
understanding that will consoli- 
date the school division's ac- 
counting, payroll and purchasing 
functions into the city finance de- 
partment, all of which should re- 
sult in substantial savings. 

• Agrra to modify the school 
division's financial management 
reporting system, and to modify 
the proc^ures of the School 
Board to ensure that all fi^al ac- 
tions of d« divisicm are fully dis- 
closed, diat impacts are identified 



and that the Board has available 
complete information on the sta- 
tus of all school funds and takes 
such ^tions as are appropriate to 
ensure the financial integrity of 
the school division. 

• Develop budget instructions, 
including formats and timetables 
to ensure that the preparations 
and development of the 1995-96 
budget will provide the format 
needed by the city manage and 
the City Council for decision 
making. 

An independent audit of the 
school system's books by Peat 
Marwick is expected to be com- 
pleted on Nov. 1. 

The deficit will be covered by 
the city's surplus fiind which now 
contains $14 million. 

Aldiough die School Board has 
begun to make some improve- 
ments pending die outeome of the 
audit, the city manager recom- 
mended further steps including; 

• The 1995-96 school budgets 
and future budgets shall be man- 
aged to result in an unexpended 
balance. 

• Quarteriy reports will be pre- 
sented to City Council on die sta- 
tus of the school's operating bud- 
get and the school's capital im- 
provement projects. 

• The School Board shall pre- 
pare a fiscal impact statement for 
all actions taken, including con- 
tracts entered into, salary adjust- 
ments or other initiatives. 

• The School Board shall re- 
view the textbook program to en- 
sure the fiscal integrity of Uie 
fund and a written policy that sets 
forth the funding sources for the 
program. (The 1995-96 school op- 
erating budget contains a transfer 
fi'om this fund, but cash in not 
available. The retained earnings 
of die flind replWiais nAtefwci-

ated books, not cash.) 

• Ihe reserve for the self-insur- 
ance fund shall be established 
based upon an actuarially sound 
calculation. Currently diere is a 
deficit in this fund. 

• Review the food services fund 
to prevent future deficits. 

• Develop a memorandum of 
understanding that will consoli- 
date die School Board's account- 
ing, payroll and purchasing func- 
tions into the City Finance 
Department. 

Other opportunities fm consoli- 
dation should be explored includ- 
ing building construction. 

Next Tuesday die School Board 
is expected to respond regarding 
its willingness to work on the 
deficit r^uction plan, and on Act. 
17 the schools will provide 
Council with the status of the 
1995-96 Operating Budget. 

As for the bonding agencies, 
Spon said that what they want to 
see is cletf and aggressive action.

Tm hcpng it 
can be explained. It will mean a 
savings for overall fw the taxpay- 
ers.''

The people ^ve Preadent Clinton 
and die Democrats about six mondis 
to make a glorious new day and 
Speaker Gingrich and the 
Republicans roughly the same. 

Both having fail^ to satisfy, it's 
now the turn of Gen. Colin Powell, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
during tlie epic struggle against Iraq. 
Powell's memoirs will shorUy 
appear and 
he will begin 
the obliga- 
tory round of 
network 
shows, fol- 
lowed by a 
tour of major 
local mar- 
kets. 

When 
that's com- 
pleted in 
mid-Octo- 
ber, he may 
tell us whe- 
ther he in- 
tends to enter 
politics. 
Meanwhile, 
more earth-bound politicians, like 
Clinton, Gingrich and Dole, will 
disgrace themselves in die eyes of die 
great disaffected, who couldn't even 
find Iraq (xi the map, by fighting over 
die grubby details of policy. 

Those wto' ve heard Powell at one 
of his infrequent puUic tqjpearances 
say he (X)mes close to being a great 
orator. 

But great oratiCMy must also have a 
great content Judging by what litde 
has trickled inU) {Mint, he's limiting 
himself to platitudes and homilies. 

For most of American history it 
was diought unseemly to seek the 
presidency cxpenly. But no president 
or candidate in decades has won 
widiout fighting hard for the honor. 
And those who skipped die {»rty 
process and simply nominated 
themselves have yet to play mtne 
than a spoiler's role. 

Given die volauUty of our TV- 
driven dmes, it certainly isn't im- 
possible for an indq)endent to be 
elected president 

Had Ross Perot been less dian ter- 
minally weird he might have turned 
the trick in 1992. Powell, already a 
prc-sold national hero and rdemodel, 
would have an excell^t chance. 

In a recent trial heat between 
ClinUNi as the Democr^ nominee. 
Sen. Robert Dole as the GOP 
candidate and F^well running as an 
independent, 27 percent of th<»e 
polled preferred Powell. That 
comj^red to 34 percent for Clinton 
and 29 percent for Dote. 

The conventional vkw is mce 
Powell starts taking pceitkHis on do- 
mestic issues his suiqx»t will drop 
likeast(Mie. 



But he doeai't have to do thitt. 
"Duty, Honor, C(»mtty." as anoUier 
famous general put it. would be all he 
really needs in a campaign. 
Governing, of course, would be 
something else. 

The last general in diis posidon 
was Dwight Eisenhower. Hispolitics 
were also a great mystery. Presklent 
Harry Truman tried to recruit him as 
die Democratic candidate in I9S2 
when it became clear that Truman 
would have great difficulty winning 
a second term in his own right even if 
he wanted one. 

Eisenhower, then commanding 
NATO in Paris, had almost convinced 
peq)le he wasn't available when the 
lij)aal wing of die Rqiublican Party 
drafted him to oppose Sen. Robert 
Taft 

But the nomination wasn't given 
to Eisenhower on a silver platter. He

But the American people will 
hardly cavil over a shCMt and gk>- 
riously successful war. 

One thing you must aredit Powell 
for learning from Vktnam, whoe he 
also served, is that vfbea dealing widi 
small foes in the age of television 
keq) the pess pacified widi pap while 
orchearadng a quk;k, cheap victory 
employing overwhelming power. 

From the proceeds of his book and 
lecture fees Powell can be a wealthy 
man. There's hardlyacaip(»adonin 
die country diat woidtki'tlove lo have 
him on its board. Widioitt touching 
polidcs, he's assured a future of 
limidess fame and fortune. 

But I^well is needed in our po* 
liUcs, just as Eisenhower was needed 
in 19S2. For one diing, he could 
restne some dignity. His mistake 
would be taking what seems die 
obvious ffiid easy road of declaring as 
an indqiendent 

That could work in the election but 
render aPowell presidaicy ne^essly 
vulnerable. There will be a few, if 
any, independents in the next 
Congress. 

While Democrats and Rqiublicans 
at first will give him a wkle berth, die 
moment he stumbles they would be 
at his diroat. Unless, diat is, he h^ a 
party to sustain him ov^ the rough

We can hardly expect an honest

will follow. There are still too many 
secrets to be keiA and leaders »ldom 
wish to admit mistakes and 
miK:alculations. 

The scutdebuu has been diat Pow- 
ell strongly opposed making war on 
Iraq. Also, that once hostilities were 
under way he urged a quick ending. 
He will doididess tell a somewhat 



Powell declaring as a Democrat and 
challenging Clinton. He might be 
surprised at how rapidly the president 
folds. Winning tte GOP ncmiinatuHi 
woukl be fw more doubtful, which 
leaves the vice presidency. 

But Democrats already have a vkc 
president Aft-esident Dole, however, 
would be 77 at die end of his first 
term. White no presictent should be 
expected to say he intoids saving 
(Nily a singte term, there would be 
logic in supposing diat d^ U^ of a 
Dote-I\}well team would dqpart afto' 
four years. 

If Powell has no stomach for a 
national campaign but wants to be a 
plays', he should say he suppcuts die 
go^ (^ die Rqiublican Party and is 
prepared to do whM he can toadvance 
diem. That w(Mdd make him die 
perfect keynoter for the '96 
convention and logk:al ruimii^-mate 
to whomever. 

All in all. no bad leap for die son of 
Jamaican immigrants andalegitimate 
source of pride t<x the country.

In 1994, full-time permanent 
employees who had been on the 
payroll for six months and were 
meeting the performance standards 
of their jobs received gainsharing 
award checks of $258 each before 
taxes. Part-time employees received 
half that amount, or$ 129 before taxes. 
The 1993 figures were$319and$160 
respectively. 

Through our employees' 
continuous quality improvement and 
cost-saving innovations, we have 
experienced another year of high 
citizen satisfaction. Our 1994 Citizen 
Satisfaction Survey has shown that 
nine out of 10 citizens continue to be 
satisfied with city services, and 
citizens feel valued as customer in 
contact with city staff. 

In addition, our March 1994 
Ihxxluctivity and Quality Initiatives 
Report documented $5,132,056 in 
savings, $554,340 in new revenue 
generated, and 296 sovices enhanced 
or expanded. We were pleased to 
share some of these savings with 
employees and to applaud and 
celebrate the remaricable succe^es 
of our city team. 

The addition of the Gainsharing 
Program was the next logical step in 
the evolution of a Quality 
Management environment which

Up close and personal

If you drive by Terry Bobka's house on a 
Sunday afternoon, you might think he's 
pr^aring for a small war by the looks of all 
the military vehicles lining his driveway. 

There's a Kubelvagen (a German staff 
car), a Ferret (a Mark I staff car), an M-37 
weapons carrier, an M-151 Jeep and a BMW 
motorcycle complete with sidecar — the 
actual one used by Sean Connery and 
Harrison Ford in "IiKUana Jones and the Last 
^rusade." 

Why this small amy of vehicles? Bobka, 
a member of the Military Vehicle 
Preservation Society of Tidewater, is 
capturing a little piece of history. 

It all started when he and a friend, Peter 
Shuffles, decided to buy a single vehicle, 
"just for fun," and restore it to it They found 
the M-37 rusting away in someone's 
backyard and spent a year transforming it. 

"It was so much fun that we decided to try 
it again," Bobka said from his Larkspur area 
home. "This is why yci; see so many 
vehicles parked around here.' 

A retiree with a long history of military 
service — the SD&G Highlanders-Canada, 
the Royal Canadian Navy, the U.S. 
Merchant Marines and , most recently, the 
U.S. Navy, Bobka's hobby leaves little time 
for other pursuits. 

"Just about every Sunday we're working on 
one vehicle or another," he explained. 

Luckily, he's a good mechanic. 

"Generally, the other people in the society 
have magazines or repair manuals, stuff like 
that. It's a hobby that's expensive, but 
because of the society we're always trading 
things — not a lot of money involved. Just 
today I traded some camouflage nets." 

Finding vehicles isn't as hard as one 
would imagine; trade magazines and word of 
mouth help. The most important thing is that 
these remaining relics of the past be saved 
for future generations to enjoy. 

"Number one, when they built vehicles 
back then they built good vehicles — solid 
vehicles — not like the ones we have today. 
It's just a matter of TLC and fine tuning," 
Bobka said. 

The most challenging part of his pastime 
is just getting the vehicles in waking order 
again. Finding parts isn't as difficult as one 
would either. 

"Take, for instance, the M-37. It was in 
good shape when we got it, but not pristine. 
After about a year working on it — cleaning, 
welding, patching and whatever — it won 
first place at the military vehicle show on D- 
Etey." 

Shows and other special events are the 
times when Bobka and other collectors can 
show off their "babies." It's also the chance 
to meet veterans who actually drove the 
kinds of vehicles he restores. 

"They bring the kids or grandkids and love 
to ray, "Hey, I used to drive one of these!' So 
many of the veterans come up and thank us 
everywhere we go for preserving these 
vehicles. It's a piece of history that could be 
rotting out there." 

When he's not tinkering with one of his 
vehicles, Bobka can often be found 
practicing the ba^ipes — a lifelong dream 
that he finally decided to fulfill at the age of 
39. He is now the leader of the Royal 
Canadian Legion Pipes and Drums 

His other activities include the Khedive 
Shrine Temple, of which he is past pipe ^ 
major for the Khedive Highlanders, Scottish 
Society of Tidewater, Professional Mariners 
Association, Fleet Reserve Association, 
BPO Elks and Naticmal Rifle AssociaticMi. 

Bobka holds associate's degrees in 
Business Management and Transportation 
Management from Tidewater Community 
College, as well as a bachelor's degree in 
Management from State University of New 
York.

Hk Lynnhaven I^uish Chqttn 
Daughters of the American 
Revolution held its first meeting 
of the new club yeas on Sept. 10 
at the Francis Land House in 
Virginia Beach with Regent Mary 
Ellen Williams {xesiding. 

Hie program was a reminder 
that Sunday, Sept. 17 will mark 
the annivo-sary of the adqMicm of 
our American legacy — the 
United States Constitutioii. 

Vice Regent and Program 
Chairman Mary Weed Vose 
introduced the guest speaker, 
Wamo' Oliver Clupnaa, a former 
professor of Consdtutitxial Law. 

A native of Norfolk and 
Princess Anne Country, Chapman 
graduated from Maury High 
School, received a bachelor's 
degree and doctorate in Political 
Science from the University of 
Virginia. His tonws include Phi 
Beta Kappa and the Raven 
Society. 

It was a special privilege to 
have this war "hero" speak to the 
group as it also commemorates 
the SOlh anniversary of the end of 
World War II. During that war, 
Col. Chapman served his country 
as a Marine Fighter Pilot, 
receiving the Distinguished 
Flying Cross with four stars, the 
Air Medal with IS stars and the 
Purple Heart with two stars. 

From 1950 to 1992. he taught 
ConsUjLutional Law and History, 
with emphasis on civil liberties. 



as a member of the faculty of 
Indiana University, from which he 
is now Professor Emeritus, 
Political Science. Chapman's 
remarks to the members of the 
Lynnhaven Parish Chapter have 
insight into the roots of man-made 
law l»ck to the natural law ox law 
of nature of Greece and the 
pragmatic sets of legal rules of 
the Romans. 

"In the Medieval world," he 
said, "the prince governed by 
rules of higher law. But a tyrant 
did not.

He spoke of the Magna 
Carta which had a flaw as there 
was no enforcement except 
harassment. 

In conclusion, he said the 
constitution proclaims it is the 
supreme law of the land. It grants 
power, limits power, and protects 
against abuse of power. He said 
John Marshall's decision in the 
case of Marbury vs. Madison 
established the principle of 
judicial review. 

In crucial decisions, the court 
has undertaken to solve dilemmas 
that the political process could 
not resolve. Citing Brown vs. 
Board of Education re: 
segregation and Baker vs. Cait re: 
one man — one vote, he left 
members with a renewed 
appreciation for this great 
document of freedom.

They're able to stretch, balance 
on one leg, march, do bleep and 
tricep curls, and their fitness 
skills go on and on. But guess 
what? They're all pregnant. 

Determined to stay in shape 
during their prenatal months, 
about 12 moms-to-be are currratly 
on the roster for Mom-Ercise, a 
prenatal fitness program offered 
by Virginia Beach General 
Hospital. 

"I came for the physical 
benefits, but I've gotten a lot 
more than I ever expected from 
the class," said Janice Elia, who 
has been enrolled in Mom-Ercise 
since May and is expecting her 
first child on Oct. 26. 

"I've gotten a lot of very useful 
tips for maintaining my body 
during pregnancy, and tips on 
breast-feeding and caring for 
babies — just little things I've 
picked up from people who have 
^(ilready had babies. I highly 
recommend this class." 

Designed around the ACOG 
(American College of 
Obstetricians and Gynecologists) 
guidelines, Mom-Ercise caters to 
the general public and addresses 
all different areas of fitness, says 
Mary Barrett-Friend, one of two 
Mom-Ercise instructors. 

While listing aerobic fitness, 
muscular fitness and relaxation as 
the components of the program, 
Diana Johnson-Burton, the other 
Mom-Ercise instructor, added 
education to Friend's list. 

"The participants get to ask 
questions and share information," 
$he said. "Yes, sharing and 
bonding," Frimd agreed. 

"And they feel like they're 
keeping up in class, because 
everything's designed for their 
pregnancy," Burton continued. 

Friend, who has three children, 
Caitlin, 5, Matthew, 4, and 
Kirsten, 20 months, taught 
prenatal exercise during two of 
her pregnancies. "Teaching the 
class pregnant was a nice added 
benefit to myself and to the 
students. It was great," she said 
with a motherly gtew. 
Prior to graduating with a 



masters degree in exercise 
science from Old Dominion 
University, Friend says she 
became pregnant with her first 
child and, when toiling with the 
issue of whether to stay at home 
on a full-time basis with her child 
or return to her career in 
occupational safety and health, 
she was approached by a private 
medical practice about teaching 
prenatal classes. 

That was the perfect solution to 
her dilemma, so she taught that 
practice for two years and through 
them she received specialized 
training in the positive pregnancy 
and parenting fimess. Friend was 
then approached to teach Mom- 
Ercise for Virginia Beach General 
Hospital, so her role as a prenatal 
fitness instructor continues. 

Burton has been teaching 
aerobics for 18 years and first 
became affiliated with Mom- 
Ercise as a student of the class 
when she was pregnant with her 
second child, Johnathan, who is 
now 17 months old. Burton has 
been involved in fitness education 
since her daughter, Jessica 
Sawyer, who is now 18 years old, 
was 1 year old. 

Burton, who has taught child 
education classes, postpartum 
exercise fitness classes and 
worked in massage therapy for 
infants, said, "I just loved taking 
this class when I was pregnant 
and wanted to work with Mary." 
Her wish came true. Burton's love 
for prenatal fitness is evident 
when she works out with her 
students. She really gets mto it. 

When asked if one segment of 
tiie Mom-Ercise program is m(»« 
beneficial than another, Friend 
responded, "I think everything is 
important. Pregnant women need 
a well-rounded program; imgnant 
women need overall fitness." 

Friend said that keeping a 
pregnant woman strong, healthy 
and fit are equally important so 
that the mom-to-be can feel good 
through ha pregnai^y md maybe 
even lesse'n some of that 
aggravation that comes with 
IH«gnancy. 

"I thiidc a pregnant woman's 
endurance does stay strone when 



she does aerobic activity 
throughout her pregnancy," said 
Burton. "The birthing experience 
can be a very, very long, enduring 
physical activity and when you're 
conditioned you do better." 

Friend said that although she 
doesn't think that it has yet been 
proven that exercise will 
necessarily give one the best birth 
outcome, she certainly can attest 
that a woman who has stayed fit 
through pregnancy has a far 
greater chance of easing back 
into activity at a faster pace. 

Catarina Echols, another Mom- 
Ercise participant whose favorite 
part of the class is the floor 
exercises, said, "I wanted to 
exercise to be in very good shape 
so when it's time for the baby to 
come, I'll be ready to push him 
out" 

Although she sometimes finds it 
such a chore to get out of the 
house and come to class, Echols 
admits, "After the class I always 
feel like I'm in vSiry good shape 
and it makes me feel much better. 
Exercise always does that. It 
makes you feel like once you 
have the baby, your body will 
bounce back to the normal shape 
instead of just collapsing," she 
said with a drop-of-the-hand 
motion. Echols' due date is Nov. 
27. 

Valentina Moore, another avid 
Mom-Erciser who expects to be a 
mom on Oct 19, gets straight to 
the point when asked why she 
joined Mom-Ercise. "To stay in 
shape." The arm exercises is what 
she enjoys most about the 
exercise program. 

Sherry Woody-Russell, who 
will transftmn from a mom-to-be 
to a mom around Nov. 16, said 
that she sought out a progpn 
designed specifically around 
prenatal fitness in place of in-line 
skating, an activity which she 
loves but had to give up during 
pregnancy. 

To her, equally as important as 
staying in shape was the need to 
bond with other people like 
herself. "I could have benefitted, 
physically, from a prenatal fitness 
videotape, but I would not have 




gotten the opportunity to meet 
and develop friendships with 
others who are also pregnant. You 
learn so much more this way. I 
hope we will all continue to stay 
in contact." 

"I can ditto most of the stuff 
they said," said Elia, "but I think 
my favorite part is diat this is the 
one place I feel normal compared 
to the rest of the population, and 
when I'm out in town and feeling 
really big, all I have to do is 
come here and then I realize I'm 
within the norm."

They do not receive funds from 
the government or from United 
Way. 

So when four groups held 
sq}arate fund raising events in the 
area recently, it gave a bo<»t to 
the Hampton Roads chapter, 
which serves patients with the 
chronic disease, characterized by 
the deterioraticm of muscles.

■ The Chuck Norris Studios 
held a Kick-a-thon at Lynnluivra 
Mall, where sttidenK ag«i S to 12 
collected pledges and donations 
based on the 100 karate kicks 
they perf(»m. 

■ Bowlers from local K-Marts 
participated in a Bowl-a-thon at 
I^boys, raising a minimiuii of 
$50 each in pledges to 
participate. 

■ Southside Harley-Davidson 
sponsored a First Step Fun Day, 
featuring various activities to 
raise money tot MDA. 

"Darters have very big hearts 
f(a charitks," said Lynn Knoer. 
spokesperson for the Tidewater 
Area Darting Association. "They 
come back every year. They 
generously support MDA. It's 
great when you can do sonwthing 
you love and support a good 
cause at the same time. It just 
puts icing (Ml the cake." 

Both professional and amateiff 
dartists from around the country 
attended the 22nd Annual Dart 
Classic, which raised about 
$3:200 f(» Hampton Roads MDA 

Knoer said that Uiey exp^ted 
to raise much more money this 
year than last yeffl-. but they ran 
into some unexpected technical 
difficulties. 



"Friday night kicked off the 
weekend." said KiKjer on the last 
day of the tournament as she 
watched a friend playing a 
competitive gune of darts just a 
few feet away.

and a grown woman." said 
Conrad. The little girl was the 
(me that got the pMate. They had 
to go through six bales of hay, 
loosened up, to find it. And 
belie>« me, they went throogh all 
of it," 

Conrad said the event would 
not have been possible without 
help from all the volunteers, but 
especially the use of KOA 
Campground. 

"Why do we get involved?" 
said Conrad. "There's a multitude 
of reasons. The biggwt oiw would 
be because of Bobby Sherrid, 
her's our good will amhissidor, 
and he was just a fabulous, 
fabulous child. He's very good- 
natured and a wonderful child. He 
really jMit a name and a face to 
mu^ular dystrophy. 

After expenses, the First Step 
Fun Day raised ab«jt $1,300 for 
the charity. 

Combined, the four otherwise 
unrelated local events make up a 
substantial amount of funding for 
MDA's local chapter. 

Sommers explained that 
most of the money raised for 
Hampton Roads MDA goes 
toward research. While waiting 
for the researchers to find a cure, 
the rest of the money is used 
toward various local |»t)grams for 
children with muscular dystrophy. 
"We have a free clinic held 
once a month: one ((x adults and 
one for children, and it's at 



Sentara Norfolk General 
Hospital," said Sommers. "We 
have neurologists that do testing 
and genetic counseling." 

The association also offers a 
summer canip for patients age 6 
to 21 in June in Wakefield. 

"It's real important for our 
patients. Tlie family get a week 
away from their kids," said 
Sommers. "It's a Ume for many 
families to take their vacations, 
take a break, because a lot of 
these kids need constant care. 
They need to be turned nightly. 

"It's good for the kids. A lot of 
times, they're incorporated into 
mainstream schools aiui this gives 
them a chance to be 'normal.' 
because they're around other kids 
with their same diseases. Not 
everyone is in a wheelchair, bur 
all of them have muscular 
dystrophy." 

Olhet programs include support 
^oups tor the patients, who meet 
once a month. 

"Tliey can all come and talk to 
each other," Sommei^ explain^. 
"It's not just a time for them to 
talk, a lot of times we have 
spedcers on intaesting subjects." 

In addition, MDA provides 
money to patients for wheelchairs. 

"We only go up to $1,700 aa a 
new wheelchair and up to $300 
for repairs per year," Sommers 
noted. 

They also provide a "loaner 
closet" for braces, walkers, 
h(^ital beds ami strolla-s.

In the most recent survey of its 
members, the American Society 
of Home Inspectors (ASHI) 
compiled the following list of the 
most frequently found problems in 
the homes they inspected. 

■ Improper surface 
grading/drainage — This was by 
far the most frequently found 
fvoblem, reported by 35.8 percent 
of the survey respondents. It is 
reqxxisiUe for the most commcm 
of household maladies: water 
penetration of the basement or 
crawl space. 

■ Improper electrical wiring — 
A significant number (19.9 
percent) chose this item as the 
most common home defect, 
which iiKludes such situations as 
insufficient electrical service to 
the house, inadequate overload 
protection, and amateur, often 
dangerous, wiring connections. 

■ Roof damage — Although 
reported by oily 8.5 pctcmt of the 
re^onteits as the most common 
{m^btem, roof leakage, caused by 
old or damaged shingles or 
improper flashing, was cMsi^red 
by ASHI members to be a 
btquoA jM-c^^m.

■ Heating systems — Problems 
in this categ(»y include broken or 
malfunctioning operation controls, 
blocked chimneys and unsafe 
exhaust disposal. 

■ Poor overall maintenance — 
Even the novice home buyer is 
usually aware of this situation, 
demonstrated by such signs as 
cracked, peeling, or dirty painted 
surfaces, crumbling masonry, 
makeshift wiring (m* plumbing and 
broken fixtures or appliances. 

■ Structurally related problems 
— Many houses, as a result of 
problems in one or more of the 
other categories, sustain damage 
two such structural components as 
foundation walls, Ooor joists, 
rafters and window and door 
headers. 

- ■ Plumbing — Though never 
ranked by the respondents as a 
number one problem, plumbing 
defects still rank high among the 
hou% problems encountered, and 
inchide the existence of old or 
incom^ble piping tMioMs, as 
well as faulty fixtiv^ and waste 
Un^. 
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■ Exteriors. — Flaws in a 
home's exterior, including 
windows, do<HS and wall surfaces, 
are reqwnsible for the discomfort 
of wat» and air penetration, but 
rarely have structural 
significaiK:e. Inadequate caulking 
and/or weather-stripping are the 
most commoo culiaits. 

■ IHxjr ventilation — Perhaps 
due to overly ambitious efforts to 
save energy, many homeowners 
have "over-sealed their homes, 
resulting in excessive interior 
moisture. This can cause rouing 
and premature failure of both 
structural and non-structural 
elements. 

■ Miscellaneous. — This 
category includes primarily 
interior components, often 
cosmetic in nature, which were 
not found frequently enough to 
rant individually in our survey. 

It is significant that within diis 
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list of 10 problem categories, at 
least four are directly related to 
the damaging effects of water. 
Apparently, after a home is built, 
keeping water out is the 
homeowi^r's most important — 
and continually challenging — 
objective. 

Th^M problems consistently 
aiqjear ui home inspection rqxM-ts 
around tte country, and represent 
areas to which homeowners need 
to pay more attention.

Residents of Virginia Beach 
like living here. In fact, tfiey like 
living hwe better than' they have 
in the i^evious two years. 

According to the third annual 
Virginia Beach Citizen Survey 
Report for 1995, 94 percent of the 
respondents agree that Virginia 
Beach is a good place to live, 
c(Mnpffl«d to 93.1 percent in 1993 
and 93.6 percent in 1994. 

The news was generally good in 
the survey, which was conducted 
by Continental Research 
Associates, Inc. By taking a 
random sample of approximately 
500 persons between June 20 and 
July 11. 

The respondents are satisfied 
with city services (94.8 percent); 
feel valued as citizens (83.1 
percent — up from 70.4 in 1993); 
feel buildings and facilities are 
accessible to everyone (96.8 
percent up from 91 percent in 
1994); feel city services are 
available to everyone (95.4 
percent compared to 86.8 percent 
in 1994). 

Ratings have dropped slightly 
from previous years, however, in 
the citizens' perception that the 
city is a safe place to live, down 
from 90.3 percent in 1994), and 
89.2 percent agree "my" 
neighborhood is a safe place to 
live, down from 91.7 percent in 
1994. 

The lowest scores were given to 
parking, water and sanitary sewer 
services, residential growth, roads 
and bridges, storm water drainage 
and services for the homeless. 

But although parking 
satisfaction refers at only the 
<%.98 percentile, city poking ffas 
shown the most overall 
improvement since 1993 when 
satisfaction rated a low 44. S 
percent. 

The majority of the dissatisfied 
citizen comments ere focused on 
the end for more oceanfront 
paridng. more city lots in general, 
and the high cost of city parking 
and the position that residents 
should be able to park for free. 

Only 67.6 percent were satisfied 
with the maintenance of existing 



roads and Mdges — many said 
there were too many potholes and 
bad areas, that it takes too long to 
make re{»irs, and needed repairs 
are not done. 

While 76.8 percent are satisfied 
with new construction of city 
toads, a number believe it takes 
too long to build them, that work 
should be done at night, that 
better planning is needed to keep 
up with growth and that the city 
should widen and build more 
roads. 

Storm water drainage made 
some progress over the past three 
years, but still won a low 67.8 
satisfaction rate with some saying 
the streets still flood and that the 
storm water tax is too costly. 

Satisfaction with services for 
the homeless is another area 
where some progress has been 
made, according to the responses. 
In this year's survey, 67.7 percent 
say they are satisfied with 
services for the homeless up from 
48.6 percent in 1993 and 60.1 
percent in 1994 but a sizeable 
percentage (22) think more 
shelters and outreach programs 
are needed. 

The sample included an 
approximately equal number of 
males and females and included 
80.4 percent whites, 13.2 percent 
African-Americans; 3.4 percent 
Asians. Pacific Islanders and 
Filipinos, 2.6 Hispanics, and .4 
percent others. 

The age of householders ranged 
from 18 upwards with the greatest 
proportion in the 26 to 44 age 
group. 

Of the respondents, 64.6 percent 
were marriwl, 17.2 percent single 
and 18.2 percent divorced, 
separated or widowed. More than 
half had no children under 18 in 
the home; 21.2 percent had one; 
19.2 percent, two, and 8,6 percent 
three or more. 

The annual household income 
was $20,000 or more for 86.7 
percent of the sample with the 
remainder of the incomes under 
$20,000. 

Most respondents work in 
Virginia Beach (58.8 percent), 
and Norfolk 30.5 percent with the 
rest spread around other Hampton 
Roads communities.

South end rezoning gets ^'^ unveils innovative safety/prevention tool 
approved by slim margin

An application for higher 
density residential zoning was

Br^ak up the brawl 

The news out of Richmond, in case you missed it, 
is that the chief executive officers of Dominion Re- 
sources and its Virginia Power subsidiary will begin 
working together. 

This is an encouraging announcement because Do- 
minion Chairman Tbm Capps and Virginia Power 
President Jim Rhodes have been publicly feuding 
over the management of the giant utility that means 
so much to Virginia and Virginians. 

Sparing the many details, the fimdamental issue 
is ojntrol of Virginia Power. Capps, a 59-year-old 
lawyer, wanted parent company Dominion Resources 
to call the shots. Rhodes, a 54-year-old nuclear physi- 
cist who joined the power company in 1971 and 
worked his way up the management ranks, wanted 
to maintain the independence of Virginia Pbwer. 

The battle began. Capps stacked the board of di- 
rectors with his cronies. The State Corporation Com- 
mission intervened because the power company is 
regulated. A committee was estabUshed to referee 
disputes between Capps and Rhodes. Steps were 
taken to insulate the two executives from each other. 
The whole thing was ugly and destructive. 

Finally, six months ago it was decided that Capps 
and Rhodes would retire next July and the feud 
would be over. Peace at last? Not yet. The board of 
directors couldn't decide what kind of new execu- 
tives would be needed. Committees met earlier this 
month to ponder the problem. Then, in a remark- 
able turnabout, they decided that Capps and Rhodes 
are now working together so well that there is no need 
to replace them. A board member explained it this 
way: "We are announcing more than anything else 
the resumption of normalcy in the company." Good. 
Normalcy is important. 

But more important to 1.9 milhon Virginia Pbwer 
customers is that the company be a reliable producer 
of electricity. They don't want the executive ofEce to 
be a S3rmbol of turmoil and bickering. They want the 
power rompanjr's headquarters to be a place where 
sensible people work tc^ether and do business with 
the least possible distraction and the greatest pos- 
sible effectiveness. 

Unfortunately, that effectiveness is still in ques- 
tion. According to a 200-pc^e consultant's report paid 
for by the state and released last April, "T^e prob- 
lem lies in determining what level of trust to place 
in statements of good motivations, peace making 
intentions and respect for Virginia Power's public 
service responsibiUties." The relationship between 
the companies remains clouded because past peace 
settlements haven't lasted. 

The problem is the two combatants operate in dif- 
ferent realms of the business world. Dominion Re- 
sources is a holding company with Virginia Power, 
a state regulated monopoly, its dominant subsidiary 
Also under Dominion are two smaller unregulated 
subsidiaries. Dominion Capital and Dominion En- 
ergy. They are involved in such varied projects as 
real estate development, mutual fimds, financial ser- 
vices, low-income housing, natural gas, even a power 
plant in Argentina. The management clash is be- 
tween those with a utility, public service emphasis 
and th(»e with a corporate, earnings-oriented back- 
ground. 

A resolution that should be under consideration: 
split the company. Virginia Power, under Rhodes, 
becomes a Mparate regulated corporation concerned 
only with its public service obligation to pnxiuce and 
distribute electricity. Dominion Resources and 
Capps take over the two unregulated subsidiaries 
which are now strong enough to stand alone. 

The spinoff would end the crippling conflict. Vir- 
ginia Pbwer senior management would remain in 
place to lead the utiUty into the 21st century Do- 
minion Resources would be free to continue its in- 
vestments in diverse businesses in Virginia and 
around the world. 

Let's move on. — H.B. 
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Don't lose sight of the original goal

A successful advertising campaign 
designed to lure businesses to the city 
of Virginia Beach is beginning its 
Mcond year. Under the directiCMi of 
the city's Department of Economic 
Dcvekpncnt, 
30- and 60- 
sccond tele- 
visions p(Ms 
arc now run- 
ning nation- 
wide on a per 
inquiry basis. 
This 
means the 
city pays 
only for 
qualified 
inquiries, not 
for time and 
space. The 
spots were 
developedby 
Baricer.Cam- 
pbell and 
Farley, the 
city's ad- 
vertising agency. 

Virginia Beach received 
approximately 1,600 inquiriesduring 
the last campaign. To date, one 
business has moved to Virginia Beach 
asadirectresultof the campaign, and 
two moves are pending. 

The spots feature Virginia Beach 
business leaders delivering 
testimonials about why they have 
located or expanded their businesses 
in Virginia Be^h. Hie spots air on 
CNBC, A&E, Lifetime and news 
stations in New York and 
Washington, D.C., and can be seen 
on such programs as the "Wall Stnjet 
Journal Report" and "It's Your 
Business." 

A brochure ad video featuring more 
extmsive interviews and information 
areavailablefor businesses requesting 
more information. 

The first spots featured Lillian 
Vemon of Lillian Vernon Corp, Bon 
Tomb of CIGNA Inc., and Fred 
\Mtail*f president of Stihl Inc. Recent 
spots' featore Veition, Timothy B. 
Robertson, president and chief 
executive officer of International 
Family Entertainment, (The Family 
Channel), and Richard T. Cheng, 
president and chief executive officer, 
ECI Systems and Engineering Inc. 

Both Robertson had Cheng city the 
city's quality of lifeasamajor reason 
for locating their companies in 
Virginia Beach. 

"We felt that the quality of life, 
good citizens, excellent school 
system, relative safety, easy access 
and the overall pleasant environment 



provided a terrific q^ortunity for 
us," said Robertson. 

Oiengco(K;aned, saying. "BeoHise 
of Virginia Beach's rq>ut«Km for 
having a unique lifestyte, people we 
have recruited form other areas of the 
country have come here for less 
money than they would have gotten 
in otha regions, such as the West 
Coast or Washington, D.C. 

■ Funding Publications with 
Advatising— Department of Public 
Information. 

When the Virginia Beach Public 
Information Office faced scwre cuts 
in its publications budget, it im)posed 
a program to ^cept advertising to 
fund publication. City Council 
supported the idea. A new citizen 
newsletter. Beach Advisory, was 
created for quarterly distribution to 
60,000 citizens, with printing costs to 
be funded by advertisers in the 
community. 

The city 's empk^ee newsletter also 
began accepting ads, and a plan to 
sell ads in a citizen services directory 
was created. 

A commission-only sales manager 
sells all ads and handles customer 
relaticMis through the ad layout and 
proofing process. City staff write, 
edit and desktop publish the 
publications. Businesses in Virginia 
Beach have supported the program. 
All four issues of the qutffterly 
citizen newsletter sold out last year. 
Printing of the employee newsletter 
is fully-funded by ad sales. Sixty 
percent of the printing cost of the 
Citizen Services Directory will be 
funded by advertisers. 

This publication was one of the ' 
most requested city brochures. 
Funding for it had been cut in lean 
budget years and never restwed. Ad 
sales f(w last year totaled $29,000 
including revenue received for the 
Citizen Services DirectOTy which will 
be published in 1995. 

Bycreatingpartnerships with local 
advcrti«is,thecityof Virginia Beach 
is increasing delivery of municipal 
inf(»inati(ni to citizens. Our business 
partners are satisfied with our product, 
as evidenced by the fact that most 
sign contracts to advertise in multiple 
issues artd many re-sign contacts that 
expire. 

Cities and counties around the 
country have requested information 
abmit this innovative program. Our 
citisscnsappreciaie the inoeasedlevel 
ofinfcxmation. 

On a reader survey in the citizen 
newsletter, one wrote, "...COTsider it 
a great success. You have provided 
us with excelloit infmmation that I 
have found hard to fiiKl. Thanks."

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The 'sausage king* of Creeds is still grinding away 

Beach grocery is tasty tradition

Il's just after 6 p.m. and 
Curtis Ansell, weary from a 
long day's work, is {s^paring to 
go home. But when a cnsttMner 
with a haidcering fw Imnemade 
sausage knocks, the wiry, 
bespectacled grocer unlocks the 
door o| his Back Bay store to 
let her in. 

"Is it too late to get some 
sausage?" asked the woman, 
who lives in North Carolina 
"and just comes up here for the 
meat." 

Then, hesitating, she adds, 
"And could I get a couple of 
those steaks, too?" 

Although it's after closing 
time, Ansell cheerfully obliges. 
His personal service, like his 
fresh-cut meat, are his stock in 
trade. 

"I tell my regular customers 
that if it's a few minutes after 6 
p.m. when they get here, just 
knock on the door and I'll turn 
them in," he explains. 

Ansell said that his meats, 
which range from sausage to 
salt pork to steaks and roasts, 
are one reason why he's stayed 
in business after most small 
community groceries have 
closed. Another reason is the 



"individual attention" he gives 
his customers. 

"We thrive on doing what the 
big stores can't do," he said. 

In his 44 years at the site on 
Princess Anne Road next to 
BKk Bay Post Office. Ansell 
and his wife, Sybil, have 
worked about 11 hours a day, 
six days a week. 

They've learned a lot about 
sausage-making and even more 
about human nature. 

Despite the hard work and 
changing times, which has 
forced him to update his 
merchandise and adjust to his 
customer's new buying habits, 
he says that his career has been 
rewarding. 

Ansell, who grew up in 
Creeds, "kind of fell into the 
grocery stwe business." His 
father, a part-time farmer, also 
worked as a grocery store clerk, 
and Ansell began working in a 
local grocery while still a 
student at Creeds High School, 
now Creeds Elementary. 

After a stint in the Air Force 
during World War II, he 
returned to that job. In 1951, he 
bought his own grocery, "a 
small, old-fashioned country 
store with a pot-bellied stove" 
at the Back Bay location. He

replaced that building with the 
larger, more modem suat in the 
1960s, but more than the 
building has changed since he 
first went into business. 

"This community has 
changed, with new people 
coming in and more military 
p«)ple here," Ansell said. 

"Fifteen years ago we knew 
everybody who came in by their 
first name. Now it's almost like 
the big city. There are people 
coming in here that I might 
know by sight, but I don't know 
their names." 

His customers' needs and 
buying habits have also 
changed. There was a time 
when Ansell sold a variety of 
items that included hardware 
and chicken feed. In those days, 
most women didn't work 
outside the home and they did 
most of their grocery shopping 
on Fridays and Saturdays. 

Now, people go to "specialty 
stores" to buy feed and 
equipment, Ansell said, and 
they stop at his store "to pick 
up something for dinner. 

"This used to be a weekend 
business, " he said. "Now we're 
busy all week because mosV 
ladies work and they stop here 
on their way home, and they're 
buying more convenience foods 
now. We're selling items now 
that you didn't even have then." 
Ansell still has his "regular 
trade," or customers who shop 
on weekends, and he still caters 
to the rural homemaker with 
items like canning jars. 
Otherwise, his inventory

includes the standard produce, 
canned goods and convenience 
and snack items. 

His biggest calling card, he 
said, is the old-fashioned meat 
counter that features a variety 
of hand-cut meats, wheels of 
Cheddar cheese and. of course, 
the homemade sausage that is 
featured in some local 
restaurants and that draws both 
locals and tourists . into the 
store. 

Ansell learned how to make 
the sausage from a local farmer 
and storeowner, Floyd Bonney, 
who had become famous 
locally for his homemade 
sausage. When Bonney retired, 
people were "clamoring for 
sausage," and in order to sSttisfy 
their cravings, Ansell learned 
the tricks of sausage-making 
from the older man. 



"He was the one who got me 
set up and gave me a lot of 
good pointers," Ansell said. He 
also remembers that his parents 
made sausage at home and his 
sister, Edna Spence, still helps 
him make the sausages he sells. 

Although he still makes his 
pork sausage by the original 
recipe, Ansell also offers 
turkey, beef and Italian sausage 
"because so many people don't 
eat potk anymore." 

He makes both link and bulk 
sausage, and he said he's 
constantly learning new ways of 
cooking it from his customers. 
Some grill it outside, some eat 
it on buns like hot dogs, and 
one lady cooks it in patties with 
melted Cheddar cheese on top 
"sort of like a sausage 
cheeseburger." 

Ansell still tries to give his 



customers "what they want" 
although working with the 
public often requires a sense of 
hunuM' am! a frngiving ntfioe. 

He laughs when he 
remembers his surprise that 
snowy day in 1980 that he 
discovered that two men had 
broken into his store seeking 
shelter frmn a blizzard. 

The two, who lived in 
northern Virginia Beach, were 
en route to visit friends in 
Creeds when their car became 
stuck in snow drifts. 

"They said they figured it 
was easier to break into the 
store than to freeze to death," 
Ansell explained, so they broke 
the glass door and replaced it 
with cardboard. 

Once inside, they turned up 
the heat, selected a chicken 
from the meat counter and 
cooked it on a portable burner 
Ansell kept in the back of the 
stove. 

When Ansell arrived at his 
store "to check up on things" 
later that Sunday afternoon, the 
stranded motorists invited him 
in. They were surprised "when I 
told them I was the guy who 
owned the place," but they 
offered to help pay for the 
damages. 

In exchange, he called some 
neighbors who agreed to give 
them shelter for the night. 

"I could tell they meant no 
real harm," he said, "but 
everybody joked me around 
town for awhile about being the 
man who serves free chicken." 

That's only one of many 
humorous experiences he's had 
over the years. His business has 
also brought him and his wife 
the opportunity tot travel to 
conventions and meetings "and 
see places we never would 
have gone to on our own." 

But the biggest reward, he 
added "is the feeling that 
you've done something for 
people that's not done much 
anymon. 

"The main thing here is the 
service," he said. "I like selling 
people what they want, and 
they get to like you. and you 
like them. We're part of a breed 
that has kind of died out."

They stood on the beach in 
gold, silver, yellow and green 
bathing caps waiting for the 
competition to begin at 8 a.m. 
simp. 

It began to drizzle, but the 400 
competitors waited patiently on 
the beach stretching, chattering 
and watching the waves break 
before them until the start of the 
13th annual Sandman Triathlon 
last Saturday. 

"It is a blast," said Ray 
McDaniels, co-director of the 
triathlon with his wife, June. 
"This is fun. The distances are 
manageable. You don't have to be 
and iron man to do this." 

They started at 22nd Street with 
a 1,000-meter swim in the rough 
ocean up to 30th Street. From 
there they jumped on their 
bicycles for l\» 14-mile ride 
through Fort Story and back to 
40lh Street, where they proceeded 



with a SK walk-run down to 8th 
Street and the finish line. 

"Most of these people that do 
this run about IS u> 20 miles a 
week, bike 20 miles a week or 
swim one ex- two miles a wwk. 
It's a healthy thing," he added. 
"Nobody's doing more than a 
half-mile-a-day, except maybe 
the guys who win." 

When the horn sounded, the 
gold caps raced into the cold, 
rough surf, heading beyond the 
waves around a buoy before 
turnine north. 

"It's going to be a very, very 
challenging swim, but that's 
typical of Sandman," said 
McDaniels the day before the 
Irialhlon. 

He explained that the ocean's 
current was running north, and 
that if it continued that way in the 
morning that's the way they 
would swim. 

"If doesn't calm 4own, the

gun's going to go off and I expect 
a few peque to be sanding on 
the beach shaking their head," 
said McDantob. 

He ncM«i that the swim would 
be the most challmgiaf part of 
tte tritthlra fot most adil^es. 

"It's very demanding — 
navigation," said McDaniels. 
"There's no little black line on 
the bottom like there is in the 
swimming pool. In a pool, you 
know when you are. In the ocean, 
you never know where you're at. 
you hope the guy in from of you 
swims a straight line." 

The swimmers started in groups 
staggered four minu^ apart. 

King Neptune. Dr. Richard 
Mladick, and his royal court stood 
beneath umbrellas as they 
watched the event, a part of the 
22nd annual Neptune Festival, 
which runs through Oct. 1 at the 
oceanfircHiL 

The United States Lifesaving 
Service was on hand to monitor 
the event in case their services 
wCTe needed. 

Spectator that walked north as 
the triathletes swam needed a 
quick pace to keep up with some 
of the heads bobbing along in the 
ocean. 

Many gold-capped swimmers, 
however, were still in the water 
as frontrunners from the second 
group, capped in silver, drew 
upon them. 

Upon reaching 30th Street, the 
swimmers caught sight of the 
volunteers waving orange flags, 
rounded another buoy and 
proceeded up the beach where a 
cheering crowd awaited. Most ran 
at an even pace up the beach and 
out to the transition area on the 
street where they climbed on their 
bikes.which had been lined up 
before the race began, and set off 
for Fort Story. . 

Atlantic Avenue was cordoned 
off to cars and pedestrians for the 
race, as spectators line the course 
and bicycles whizzed by. 

Event Fort Story made a few 
adjustments, as 10,000 troops 
involved in operations and 400 
triathletes shared the turf.

Logistics in Fort Story and has 
been a world of help," said 
McDaniels. "With the bike course 
going through all the Army 
op^ations this weekend." 

The course wound through Fort 
Story, then back down Atlantic 
Avenue to 40ih Street. Upon 
reaching this transition point, the 
running portion of the triathlon 
began. 

'The run is very demanding, 
but everyone is so pooped out 
when they start it, that when they 
get there, it (the pace) slows 
down a bit," said McDanieL 

With help from nearly 250 
volunteers, including the Army, 
Navy and the Virginia Beach 
Police Department, there were 
several water stations, and the 
course was secured. 

Most of the people who 
competed in the race, McDaniels 
noted, are not professional 



triathletes, but they do take it 
seriously. About 25 to 30 percent 
of Lhs competitors were from out 
of town. 

"It's a race," he explained with 
a smile. "There's not many 
triathlon's. They come to race. 
They travel." 

Karl William Viehe, a resident 
of Washington, D.C., was one of 
the traveling competitors. 

"It's just a challenge each year 
to get in shape for fall triathlon 
season," said Viehe. "I run year- 
round, but the biking and 
swimming I don't do much of the 
rest of the year, so I use this to 
discipline myself with the other 
events." 

Matthew Lynaugh of Norfolk 
decided to take advantage of 
having a triathlon nearby. 

"It's just something to do," he 
said. "There aren't too many that 
are local, this one's close by and 



Rabies threat sends worried pet owners to clinics 

700 take advantage of vaccination program

It was raining cats and dogs last 
weekend as more than 700 
animals received rabies shots in 
observance of National Homeless 
Animals Day. In addition, 
spay/neuter certificates were 
issued for a discount on that 
procedure. 

Their owners brought the pets U) 
one of three clinic sites in 
Virginia Beach for the event, 
sponsored by Tidewater Humane 
Society in conjunction with the 
city of Virginia Beach 
Department of Public Health and 
the South Hampton Roads 
Veterinary Medical Association. 

Three-year vaccinations were 
available with proof of rabies 
vaccinaticm fw the prior year. 

Nearly 300 animals, from 
Chihuahuas to Saint Bernards and 
a variety of cats, waited in the 
rain with their owners at 
Pembroke Mall to receive their 
shots. Tl» first 75 i»trons were 
also given a free spay/neuter 
certificate, with the reminder 
receiving a $S discount ($20 for 
cats md $:K) i(x dogs) throughout 
the day. 

"We're doing two things at the 
same time," said Connie 
Wallaert, president of Tidewater 
Humane, as she gestured to the 
long line of animals. "If all these 
are reproducing, we've six more 
of them almost right away. As ycHi 
can see, there are a lot of people 
here. This is part of being a 
respCMisible pet owner." 



The second part of Tidewater 
Humane's misston for the day was 
to prevent rabies. So far this year, 
there have been nine cases in 
Virginia Beach: six with raccoons 
and three with bats. At least cme 
featured contact with a 
vaccinated dog, which is still 
being watched for signs of 
infection. 

"Right now, Virginia Beach has 
one of the highest number of 
cases of rabies in the stale," said 
Wallaert. "We do this because 
obviously it brings awareness of 
the problem. It gets people in 
compliance with the state law 
and it also gives us an q^xHtunity 
to educate a bit ab«it teqransible 
pet ownoship." 

Veterinarian Lynn Branch was 
(Hie of the doctors giving shots at 
the Pembroke site. She quickly 
slipped the needle into the pet's 
fur as the owner helped to hold it 
still. Most of the animals didn't 
even flinch, or seem to know 
what was going on, before they 
were lead away from the tent to 
gohonK. , 

"I think it's fun," said Branch, 
a doctor at Boulevard Veterinary 
Hospiul, referring to rabies 
clinics. "I like them. I do. I did 
one at Norfolk SPCA last week. 
You can't ask more from people 
than to bring their pets. I think 
this is great" 

Just a few feet away, T.J. 
Bmsa, S, stood just umter the tent 
clinging to his Shih-Tzu, Sasha, 



as she checked out the crowd 
over his shoulder. 

Patty Bossa, a Brigadoon 
resident, held another dog on a 
leash as they waited in line to fill 
out some paperwork on both dogs. 

"She's due for her rabies shot," 
said Bossa, gesturing to the larger 
dog. "h's almost three times more 
to have it done ^ the vet's office. 
Plus, the convenience. It's easier 
when you have more than one dog 
and you can save money." 

Kathy Foulk stood in line 
several people back from Bossa, 
but had the same idea 

"It's cheaper than a regular 
vet," she echoed. "Especially 
when you have more than one. 
We have four bulldogs," she 
smiled, looking down at one. 
Princess Delilah. 

The others were at home, and 
she planned to come back with 
Delilah's mother, who also 
needed an update on her vaccine. 

"If you're going to have a dog. 
you've got to -care about them. 
Otherwise, what's the point in 
having them?" she asked. 

Each year, approximately 
40,000 dogs and cats are killed in 
public pounds and private shelters 
in Hampton Roads. 

According to Tidewater 
Humane, many of the unwanted 
animals who end up in shelters 
are unvaccinated, and posts a 
threat to all who come into 
cont^t with them.

"The 
Monster Fire Trucic is truly a 
creative way of obtaining the 
attention of both children and 
their parents." 

William Moosha, principal of 
the Virginia Beach Technical and 
Career Fdncalion Center, could 
hardly believe the project is 
fuially a reality. 

"When they told me they 
wanted to turn a 1944 fire trucic 
into a Monst»' truck powraed by 
natural gas, I knew it was going 
to be a difi^idt project. Howeva. 
the purpose of using it fc^ fire 
safety campaigns seemed to be a 
good one, and the challenge to 
our suidents was too good to pass 
up," he observed. "Well, it to<* 
two years, but there it is." 

Virginia Beach Fire Chief 
Harry Diezel was most touched 
by the number of students the 
Monster Fire Truck's message 
will reach. 

"We will touch in our own 
education program some 65,000 
fourth grade students (each year) 
and indirectly 25,000 (students) 
in grades K through three." he 
noted. 

Now, Deizel joked, he can 
hardly wait to "get Smokey Bear 
and Sparky the Fire Dog on that 
vehicle so that we can capture all 
the kids that we see." 

Moss, flushed with excitement. 



took the podium to thank all in- 
volved for their cooperation. 

"You have no idea what kind of 
feeling this is," he smiled broadly. 
"I've been with the city 20 years 
now and 18 of those with the fire 
department, and it's been the best 
thing in my life to ever happen."

the community, the Monster Fire 
Truck would never have made it 
off the drawing board. After 
purchasing the 1944 Seagrave at 
an auction in North Carolina, 
Moss sought assistance from 
community organizations and 
retail businesses. 

The Oceanfront Jaycees 
adopted the project, which 
allowed the opportunity to accept 
donations. City officials enhanced 
the project by donating a 10-ton, 
4x4 dump truck, which was slated 
for auction. National, regional and 
local companies provided parts, 
labor and funds to make the 
dream a reality. 

Technical and Career 
Education Center students from 
Automotive Service Technology, 
Diesel and Apprenticeship 
Fundamentals, Welding and Auto 
Body and Paint Technology 
classes provided the manpower to 
transform the old fire engine. 

Powering the Monster Fire 
Truck with natural gas gave 
students the opportunity to learn 
about natural gas vehicle 
technology, the "future of the 
autcmiotive industry." 

But who is going to change the 
tires when one of those 1,000- 
pound sucken goes flat? 

Vot-tech %nior Eric Burton, 17, 
sure hopes it isn't him. 

"I remember when we first 
changed a tire; it took a whole 
hour because we weren't used to 
it. At least now we've got it down 
to 15 minutes."

The Virginia Beach 
United Methodist Choir will sing 
hymns written by members of the 
Wesley family. 

English, who will be the 
featured speaker, has recently 
retired as the general secretary of 
the Division of Home Mission for 
the methodist Church in Great 
Britain. 

He also served two terms as 
the general secretary of the 
Division of Home Mission for the 
Methodist Church in Great 
Britain. He also served two terms 
as President of the British 
Methodist Conference, the 
highest office in that country. 
English was the preacher in St. 
Paul's Cathedral in London when 
the 250th anniversary of 
Aldersgate was celebrated before 
a congregation of 2,500 including 
Queen Elizabeth and Prince 
Philip and a worldwide television 
audience. 

Quinn has done commissioned 
works of many famous political 
and religious figure, including Sir 
Edward Appleton, physicist and 
Nobel Prize winner at Edinburgh 
University; England's Queen 
Mother; Pope John Paul II; 
Mother Teresa; Cardinal 

Newman; evangelist George 
Whitefield; and numerous British 
dignitaries. She was also the 
sculptor selected- by the 
Methodist Church to produce a 
bronze bust of John Wesley for 
the Bicentennial of his death, 
March 2. 1991. 

Quinn was bom into an artistic 
Irish family in the 1940s. Her 
uncle and grandfather were well- 
known sculptors who worked 
mainly in Carara marble. Her 
brother and sister are also artists. 
Although Mary Quinn began her 
career as an oil painter, she 
became a sculptor in the early 
1980s. 

The Wesley statue is a gift 
from VWC Trustee Robert F. 
Boyd and his wife, Sara M. Boyd.

for whom the college's dining 
center is named. Staunch 
Methodists and admirers of John 
Wesley, they have periodically 
donated to the College Wesley 
memorabilia acquired during their 
many visits to the British 
homeland of the 18th century 
Anglican cleric. 

The Boyds have spent the 
better part of the past two years in 
research and travel in England, 
first in the search for a sculptor 
for the project and then in 
deciding which period of 
Wesley's life to have the statue 
represent. 

Alter the sculpture was 
completed and the statue was 
cast in bronze at a London 
foundry, it was shipped to the 
United States in the spring. 

John Wesley, the son of the 
Rev. Samuel Wesley and his 
wife, Susannah, was one of 11 
surviving children of 19 bom to 
Susannah. A devout Christian, 
Susannah uftdertook the early 
education of the children in their 
home. John later attended Oxford 
University and followed in his 
father's footsteps by becoming an 
Anglican priest. 

While at Oxford, he became a 
member of a group called the 
Holy Club which gathered 
regularly for prayers and the study 
of the scriptures. Someone call 
the group "The Methodists" 
because of the methodical way 
the members studied and went 
about helping others. 

Although John remained an 
Anglican priest until his death, he 
was not allowed to preach in the 
Anglican church after he began 
speaking to working-class British 
in outdoor settings. Wesley had 
no intention of founding a new 
church, but hoped to infuse new 
life into his mother church.

children, John Wesley developed 
schools, as well as homes and 
medical clinics, for children of 
the poor and homeless, thus 
becoming one of the first 
historical figures to address the 
social concerns and problems of 
his generation, including slavery. 

He and his brother Charles, also 
well-known today becauM of the 
many hymns he composed, 
journeyed to America in 1735 
with Gov. James Oglethorpe and 
worked in the Savannah, Georgia, 
colony for about two years. Later, 
other followers of Wesley, 
including Thomas Coke and 
Francis Asbury, came to America 
and helped establish the 
Methodist Church in this country. 

John Wesley's heritage is 
recognized all over the world, but 
especially in the United States, 
where there are 122 educational 
institutions currently related to 



the United Methodist Church. 
Virginia Wesleyan College, 
chartered by the commonwealth 
of Virginia in 1961. is the 
youngest of these. 

Many of these institutions bear 
the name Wesleyan, while others, 
such as Randolph-Macon and 
Randolph-Macon Woman's 
College, Emory and Henry, 
Ferrum, Cornell, Florida 
Southern. Millsaps. Wofford, 
Otterbein, Pfeiffer, Bethune- 
Cookman, Mehdrry Medical 
College do not. 

Likewise, some universities 
which are Methodist-related do 
not indicate it in their names, 
such as Duke, Drew, Emory, 
DePauw, High Point, Syracuse, 
and The Amefican University, as 
well as the Universities of Puget 
Sound, Indianapolis. Denver, and 
the Pacific.

Because dangers from lead- 
based paint still exist there will 
be new regulations to notify 
buyers tefore the sale of hcmses.

"Anyone who is going to 
purchase a house built before 
1978, has to be warned that it is 
possible that lead-based paint was 
used in it. The buyer has 10 days 
in which to get the house 
inspected to learn if there is lead- 
based paint If it is found, the 
buyer can not be held to tte legal 
obligation to make die purchase." 
said Kathleen Parou, Virginia 
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Cooperative Extension housing 
specialist at Virginia Tech. 

"TTie buyers can. of course, still 
buy the house and make their own 
plans to take care of the jnoblem. 
But they cannot te held to the 
contract if they have not been 
warned of the possibility that 
lead-based paint was used." she 
added. 

If the house has been t^ted for 
the presence of lead, the seller 
has to disclose the results of the 
test to prospective buyers. 

The new regulations also 
require that landlords inform 
prospective tenants if the lead 
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hazard might te present, she said. 

"The danger with lead 
continues to te more severe than 
many people realize," Panott 
said. "The danger comes when 
I^ople breathe in lead particles 
that are in the air. The 
recommendations for handling 
lead-based paint start with 
covering it up and not distiffbing 
it. 

"It is wten l^d is released into 
the air, as happens when people 
try to remove paint, or sand or 
saw die item, that the greatest 
danger exists," she ^d. 

Tte lead is in the minute dust 
particles created by sanding or 
sawing. The danger of paint 
flaking off painted items 
continues, too. Young children 
can easily consume tte flakes. 

Young children are in the 
greatest danger because the lead 
can damage them at important

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Homeless shelter's 
location remains 
burning question

That the city will have a home- 
less shelter to accommodate 100 
homeless persons, up to 75 over- 
night, is generally accepted. 

What is yet to be decided is 
where the shelter will be located 
and who will operate it 

On Tuesday, Virginia Beach 
City Council accepted a report of 
the Homeless Advisory Commit- 
tee, which was appointed on Dec. 
13 of last year, to develop recom- 
mendations for the use of a 
$800,000 award from the Depart- 
ment of Hoiising and Urban De- 
velopment. 

The committee has recommen- 
ded that council direct staff to ac- 
cept proposals from non-profit or- 
ganizations to iterate the center 
and to select a site. 

Council has the options to ac- 
quire a facility and lease it to a 
noh-profit organization to operate; 
to accept competitive proposals 
from organizations to both operate 
and own the facility, or to award 
funds for the acquisition of a site 
by an organization that Would op- 
erate the center. 

City manger James K. Spore 
said at a workshop Tuesday that 
the city would not want to get 
into the business of operating a 
center. 

The committee has listed five 
potential sites for the shelter se- 
lected by a subcommittee. They 
include two buildings and land, 
and three locations for land only. 
The exact locations of the sites 
were not available because of the 
need for confidentiality in negoti- 
ating sales, according to Remona 
Muiinillo, a member of the sub- 
committee. 

The locations are: 

■ In the resort area, an existing 
10,000 square-foot one-story 
building previously used for a 
warehouse with an asking price of 
$415,000. The site is close to 
transportation, and the existing 
building is easily modifiable. The 
disadvantage is that the location 
may conflict with plans for the re- 
sort area. 

■ Near Route 44 and Lynnha- 
ven Parkway in an existing two- 
story office building with 8,500 
square-feet with an asking price 
of $625,000. This location also is 
close to transportation, the build- 
ing is in good condition and only 
modifications of floor space are 
needed. 

■ Near Birdneck and Laskin 



Roads (land only) in a high-den- 
sity apartment area where zoning 
may not be appropriate and a long 
lead time would be needed for de- 
velopment. The property consists 
of several adjacent lots. 

■ Near the Municipal Center 
(land only) is. potentially isolated 
from any neighborhoods, but it 
would take a long lead time to 
develop, has no current access, 
road and transportation is sp(»«dic 
and inconvenient. 

■ Near Virginia Beach Boule- 
vard and Parks Avenue, (land 
only), in an are with an already 
high concentration of very low-in- 
come housing. Construction will 
be require. The location consists 
of several adjacent lots. 

The city does not -own any 
homeless shelters, but there port 
states that some norUiem Virginia 
cities do own shelters that are 
contracted to non-profit organiza- 
tions to operate. 

Among the benefits of a perma- 
nent facility listed in the report, 
are that the homeless will have 
access to services which would 
help them attain self-sufficiency 
and there would be a place to 
refer and deal with persons exper- 
iencing homeiessness on an emer- 
gency basis, including families. 

According to the report, the 
winter shelter program, a patch- 
work of facilities provided by var- 
ious churches and organizations 
in the community in 1994-95, ac- 
commodated 416 persons of 
which 260 had been Virginia 
Beach residents for six months or 
longer. 

Most of the others were from 
the Tidewater area. Some concern 
has been expres.sed ihat the shel- 
ter would attmct more homeless 
persons to the area, but concludes 
there port, there is a significant 
population of current residents 
who would be served by the facil- 
ity. 

The committee also suggested 
the city look into the co-location 
of the Detox Program with the 
Winter Shelter program now that 
new funds may be available to 
the Community Corrections Advi- 
sory Board for the expansion of 
the Recovery Center Detox Pro- 
gram for substance abusers. 

The Rev. Frederick Guy, chair- 
man of the committee, says in a 
letter to Spore that the only way 
the city can adequately and justly 
serve the homeless is when the 
city purchases the site and the 
operator manages the site and 
program.

Modification of conditions of 
the Sanifill Inc. landfill on Cen- 
tervillc Turnpike, approved this 
week by Virginia Beach City 
Council, is a first step in what 
may be a new public/private en- 
terprise. 

A conditional use permit 
granted in March of 1990 permits 
Sanifill, owned by E.V. Williams, 
to fill a borrow pit with inert 
materials. 

The borrow pit located on 100 
acres owned by Williams, and 
joins the city-owned, eight-acre 
pit on the city landfill. Mount 
Trashnwre 11 ^ 

By Tuesday's action. Sanifill 
will be peni»itted to fill the pit 
with consUti«ction and demolition 
debris when it was originally per- 
mitted to dump only inert ma- 
terials, which will make the site 
unbuildable but acceptable for 
park use. 

Sanifill v^MiU like to also use 
the city landfill which it would 
lease for a dollar ■ year in ex- 
change for certain befits to the 
city, iiKluding one that would not 
turn the Sanifill site over to the 
city, after its use has been 
exhausted, as a passive recreation 
area. 

A resolution to this effect will 
be cMsidcfed by council in a few 

Public Wwki' Arthur Shaw. 
said that the city can use its 



eight-acre pit for the disposal of 
inert materials, but there is no 
real need for this in that part of 
the city. It would take decades, 
he said, to fill the pit with city- 
jenerated fill. 

In exchange for the lease, 
Sanifill would offer the city this 
site for disposal of materials or for 
recycling at no tipping fee; a 
reduced tipping fee for purely 
construction and demolition ma- 
terials; a guaranteed capacity for 
city uses; and a host fee sche- 
duled based on cubic yardage. 

Shaw said that the city will 
have some need for construction 
and demolition dumping in this 
area, that the site can be used for 
debris from major storms; that 
acc^s firom Centerville would be 
limited by the joint use, and 
Sanifill would be expected to pay 
100 percent of the cost of trahic 
signals if neetted. 

He said that the truck traffic 
would be increased firom 25 to 75 
trucks a day m that Sanifill would 
be expected to compensate for 
the ««ar ntd tear m ite itMd. 

Staw Slid that the Southeast-

Pioneer campers give 'rougiiing if new meaning 

History buffs 
revive days on 
the frontier

Few things could dampen 
the pioneer spirit of those 
hearty men and women who 
ventured into the great un- 
known of frontier America — 
not snow, rain a pestilence. 

That same spirit lives today 
in a group of Hampton Roads 
revivalists called the Chesa- 
peake Bay Fur Company, a 
family-oriented club that re- 
enacts the period from 1740 to 
1840 for their own enjoyment 
and the public's education. 

"Re-enact" is really too 
simple to describe what these 
stalwarts and Aeir families do. 

Taking on the persona of 
someone who lived in the 
fledging days of this nation, 
members often venture into 
the woods for a weekend — 
away from any conveniences 
of moderri society — and 
"rcMi^ it" in the truest sense of 
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the'word. 

Historical accuracy is 
stressed as they live just as 
frontier men and women did 
— from what they eat right 
down to the clothes they wear. 
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Reasons for joining are as var- 
ied as the different personas 
members assume. 

"I've shot black powder 
(weapons) for several years 
and have always been inter- 
ested in this time frame," ex- 
plained President Bob Harri- 
son of Portsmouth. "I did a lot 
of reading and such, but this 
was one of the first clubs I saw 
that actually did the re-enact- 
ing. That's how I got involved." 

His wife, Jill, and their 
two sons joined in as well, 
making it a true family pas- 
time. 

Jill sews the p^od clothing 
needed to participate, and 
they have accumulated all the 
necessities a frontier family 
would have rcuiie^ jMM, Pal- 
lets, lamps, candles, tents, 
blankets and more. 

Such items are vital if a 
family is going to make it 
through a re-enactment such 
as the one last weekend at 
Northwest River Park in 
Chesapeake. Despite cold, 
rainy weather, the Harrisons 
and 17 other members passed 
the weekend under the shelter 
of their tents and around the 
campfue. 

Pioneers didn't have it easy, 
and neither does the Chesa- 
peake Bay Fur Company. 
Members quickly learn to ad- 
just to the inconveniences of 
living in the wilderness. 

"I've even cooked a birthday 
cake over a fire before," stated 
a proud Sue Davis of Virginia 
Beach. 

"And my specialty is an up- 
side-down pineai^le cake in a 
dutch oven," boasted Jill Har- 
rison. 
Families even gather at 



Thanksgiving and roast a 
turkey, ham and sometimes 
venison over the fire. They 
readily declare it's a taste that 
can't be beat. 

"One thing we found out is 
that once we joined this club, 
we became more 'historians' 
than we had planned on," Bob 
Harrison added. 

They have also become 
teachers of sorts, spreading the 
history of pioneer men and 
women to Qurious groups who 
come to check out their 
camps. 

"W^ do demonstrations, like 
flint-and-steel fire making, 
how we cook parched com 
(which was a staple of pio- 
neers' diets) and even go so 
far as to showing them how to 
them lead and fire muzzle- 
loading weapons of the time 
frame," he continued. "We 
live as close to the way they 
did as pcKsible." 

The personas that 

members assume are impor- 
tant to portraying the 1740- 
1840 time frame accurately. 
Members meticulously re- 
search their character firsL 

"I would be a long hunter," 
explained Ron Phelps of 
Chesapeake, "a backwoods- 
man who knew the land real 
well." 

Clad in skins and cairying 
musket and travel pack, he 
carefully displayed all of his 
necessities of life (m a picnic 
table fw parte visiuns to view. 

"We'd go away for a long 
time and come back with 
game, restock our supplies and 
go back again. This is basi- 
cally everything a long hunter

A matter of life or death 

Within the next few days. America will kick 
off its observance of October as National 
Breast Cancer Awareness Month — a time to 
educate woman on the Importance of mam- 
mograms and other preventive measures. 

The America Can- 
cer Society estimates R R F A S T 
that 182.000 women 
will be diagnosed 
with breast cancer 
this year, and 46.000 
women will die from 
the disease. In Vir- 
ginia. 4,500 new 
cases will be diag- 
nosed, and 1,200 
Virginia women will 
die of it. Breast can- 
cer is the second 
major cause of can- 
cer death in women 
after lung cancer. 

There are ways women can arm themselves. 
The simplest is a self-exam that takes Just 
minutes in the shower or l)^ng down on the 
bed. Yet for too many women It's still a 
bother. They should spend Just a few minutes 
each month to assure they will be leading 
healthy, active lives a year ft-om now? 

Ix)oking at the statistics, It's easy to see why 
breast cancer awareness Is so Important. 
Women should note that one's risk of develop- 
ing the disease Increases with age. Although a 
family history of the disease Is a risk factor, 
80 percent of the women who get breast can- 
cer have no family history of It. 

That's why the three-step early detection 
process is a woman's best friend — monthly 
self-exams, annual visits to the doctor, and a 
mammogram every one to two years for 
women over 40. After age 50, annual mammo- 
grams are Imperative. 

The five-year survival rate with early detec- 
tion underscores the need for aggressively 
following the three-step plan: 

■ 92 percent If the cancer has not spread; 

■ 71 percent If it, has spread to nearby or- 
gans; and. 

■ 18 percent if it has spread throughout the 
body. 

Obviously, most women would not opt for 
the latter: yet they may if they aren't aware of 
and practice early detection. The choice 
literally Is in their hands: its a matter of life or 
death. — V.E.H.

Richmond 
Response

Excepting perhaps NFL football, 
cdiKalion is die closest diing America 
has to a civil religion. 

So when President Clinton goes to 
college campuses to address "Save 
Student Aid" rallies and slam the 
miserly Republicans for proposed 
cuts, the political impact should not 
be minimized. 
Few will shout"gaffe, gaffe! " when 
the Democratic 
President goes 
so far as to 
equate the 
battle over 
federal student 
aid programs 
with the Lin- 
coln-Douglas 
debates on 
slavery, as he 
did at Southern 
Illinois Un- 
iversity in the 
land of Honest 
Abe last week. 
Given the 
light attention 
the average 
undergraduate devotes to reading 
history (when sexier venues like Uie 
Internet arc available), Clintwi can 
invoke false historical analogies to 
his heart's content 

The proximate reason for ad- 
ministration heavies fanning out to 
70 education pep rallies last week 
was the budget showdown widi the 
Oct. 1 start of a new fiscal year 
looming. 

But with the U.S. Department of 
Education also launching a fresh 
round of propaganda for Goals 2000 
— enlisting Shari Lewis and Lamb 
Chop in the cause, not to mention 
local public schools and compliant 
PTAs across the land — la.st week 
also served as a kickofffor a key part 
of the 1996 campaign to re-elcci ihc 
president. 

It spoke volumes when Clinton 
confided that, of all his education 
proposals enacted by the past 
Congress, he was proud^t of the one 
that is moving tlu; nation toward a 
total federal takeover of the student 
loan program. 

By the academk; year 1997-98, die 
federal Dcparuneni of Education 
would make all loans directly to 
students. The Republicans wsuit to 
halt the phase-in to direct lending and 
instead revert to a 100 percent 
guaranteed student lc»n program run 



through the private sector. 

So control — not just budgetary 
"cuts" — is a key consideration, 
Clinton's preference clearly is to 
gadier in central governmental hands 
decision-making in all areas of 
education. 

At least occasionally the Re- 
publicans push for leaving the 
controls with local people and 
institutions — although the House 
leadership has goofed egregriously 
in clearing HR1617, die vehicle for 
the Clintons' cradle-to-the-grave 
human-skill development frian, for a 
floor vote this week. 

Education may be sh^qiingupalong 
the same lines as die No. 1 issue in 
Virginia this fall, as Assembly 
Democrats — desperate to cling to 
power — sound positively 
Clintonesque in decrying Governor 
George Allen for "cuts" in education 
(never mind diat actual education 
spending has continued to increase 
briskly, just not as much as most 
educators might wish). 

Again, control is on the other side 
of the equation. By stressing state 
initiatives to reduce "disparities" 
among school districts and scutding 
Allen's proposal to allow local people 
to create charter schools of choice 
widtin die public educational system, 
the DemocraUc pnjandrum signal 
their fondness for state control. 

By leading die charge against Allen 
for his refusal to bring Virginia on 
board Goals 2000. Lieutenant 
CovenKH- Don Beyer has aligned 
Virginia Democrats widi his pals, die 
Clintons. 

Allen rejected flrst-year Goals 
2000 fluids amounting to a penny a 
day per Virginia child, but lode, said 
Beyer, hovv many shiny new 
computers that money could have 
bought. That's die material side, but 
what about control? 

Under the aegis of the Allen 
administration, Virginia has adopted 
knowledge-based academic standards 
that even die American Federation of 
Teachers acknowledges to be among 
the top four among die SO states. 

Why should Virginia have to 
submit its ccmtcnt-rich standards to a 
federal panel packed widi proponents 
of die affective reform model? Goals 
2000 brings not only computers, but 

federal control. 

The Clintonites have had the gall 
to herald an 8-point rise on die recent 
SAT scores as a sign diat their statist 



reforms are working. 

But diat ignores drastic changes in 
die SAT, which not for noUiing is 
now the Scholastic Assessment Test 
(SAT I), not die Scholastic Aptitude 
Test. 

Compared with die rigorous SAT. 
die new SAT has fewer questions, 
more leisurely reading passages, zero 
antonyms (since diese were deemed 
too hard for the post-literate 
generation), and fewer multiple- 
choice math questions. 

Students can use a calculator, and 
they get 30 more minutes to complete 
die test 

The College Board says die SAT 
was revamped to keep it simpatico 
"with what and how students arc 
learning today." Exactly. This is a 
dumbed dovm SAT for nationally 
dumbed down education. 

This is just the kind of so-called 
performance-based assessment 
contemplated by die architects of 
Goals 2000. 

What about Clinton's boasting of 
generosity in the dispensing of 
education dollars? Well, consider 
student loans. The president claimed 
that empowering the federal 
Education Department to make loans 
directly would save $12 billion over 
six years. 

But the respected Congressional 
Budget Office recalculated rcccnUy 
(by factoring in administrative costs 
that the Clintonites somehow had 
omitted) and found that actual savings 
would be only $1 15 million over six 
years. 

Meanwhile, a GOP plan to revert 
to 100 percent guaranteed loans 
through die private sector would save 
$1.3 billion, said die CBO. 

An old-fashioned, LBJ-stylc 
Democratic campaign promising 
more and more moolah for education 
(never mind die controls) might still 
win over the populace, despite 
growing public wariness about the 
failures of well-financed schools to 
deliver. 

Republican candidates, in Virginia 
and on die presidential circuit, can 
argue that autonomy and efficiency 
are entirely compatible. 

Itremains to be seen if Republicans 
running fw President or for Virginia 
legislature are astute enough to 
develop such clear philosophical 
distinctions.

The plan was to phase in the system 
as existing manual waste coltection 
vehicles needed replacement, thaeby 
reducing the up-firont costs, with the 
primary allocation going tot he 
purchase of automated containers. 
The research projected a substantial 
increase in productivity and a 
reduction in posonnel andequipment 
that would be able to abscvb the rapid 
increase in the additional homes being 
built each year. 

The system was planned to be 
phased in ova- a four-year period. 
However, during the four years the 
city grew by an additional 13,000 
houses, adding an additional year for 



the phase-in. The increase in 
productivity wait tnm SOD homes 
per day for a three-man crew to 1 ,000 
homes p«- day for one autom^ed 
driver. Wcriunan's Compoisation 
claims dropped by 80 percent. 

Significant improvements were 
adiieved in die woridng cooditiais 
for onployees: elimination of mmual 
labor, wraking in an oiclc^ed cab (tf 
a vehicle ratha dum in the extreme 
weather omditioiiseach season, rocm 
professionalism of the workfcm^e 
general increase in die morale of 
emptoye^. 

The overall workforce has been 
reduced from 195 employees in 1984- 
85 to 138, a 79 percent rediKtion in 
personnel. 

Theovoall savings to the taxpayos 

is amounting to iqiiHoximately $4- 

, Million per year in the reduction of 

prasonnel, equipment and operating 

expenditures. 

The public has also benefitted by 
having a unifcsm large containo' to 
use for storage of waste between 
collection days, the relative ease of 
rolling the container to the street, mid 
the general improveinents of the 
aesthetics of nei^borhoods. 

There are other benefits Ui^ have 
accrued by not having additional 
vehicles on the street: reduced traffic 
congestion, reduced damages to 
roadways finnn heavy truck loads and 
reduced potential accidents and 
injuries. 

Congratulations to all of these 
departments on their contributions, 
not only to "The Best Practices of 
City Governments," but to the citizens 
of Virginia Beach for continually 
perfomiingatqitimum efficiency and 
at the lowest possible cost to the 
taxpayers.

It's easy for Virginia Beach fire inspector 
Don Moss Jr. to joke about his quirkiness 
when it comes to eclectic garages. For 
startns, his resembles an old-time firehouse 
— so much so that folks have actually ccrnie 
to his front door wanting to join the 
"Acredalc Volunteer Fire Department" 

And he chucUes at the memory of two 
gendemen who, not so long ago, walked 
right into die Acredale home he shares with 
his wife, Boo, and two sons and asked for 
some directions. A surprised Boo helped 
them out. After looking around the plush 
living, however, die men realized their 
mistake. 

"One of guys finally turned to the other 
and said, 'See, I told you this wasn't a fire 
station!'" Moss laughed. 

A quick tour of Moss' spacious garage is 
proof diat when you love your job, it's not 
too difficult to take your work home with 
you. The unique garage came about several 
years ago when Moss and some firefighter 
friends from the Kempsville station wanted 
to rehabilitate a 1969 fire engine Uiat die 
city was going to auction. 

The city granted the truck to die men — 
provided they found a place to house it Uiat 
was a non-city building. Moss volunteered 
his propoty to build a garage for die vehicle. 
Through teamwork and toil the structure was 
completed two years later. 

"It was Uke 'friends and family,' like you 
hear on die telephone commercials, because 
everybody who helped out was the best at 
what diey did. My dad did die steel skeletal 
framework, and my brother-in-law and a 
couple friends of his did all die masonry 
work. I just paid for it as we went along," 
Moss said. 

After the fire truck was housed and 
partially restored, several of die firefighters 
grew tired of die project. It was sold off and 
Moss was left with a massive, empty garage. 
What to do with it? The "Acredale 
Firehouse" concept was bom. 

"I said what I would do was go ahead and 
make it nostalgic, make it look like it 
blended in widi the neighborhood. It was so 
large people always stopped to look at it; 
once we dressed it up it made it look like an 
antique fire station." 

Memorabilia, such as signs, a fire hydrant 
and a gas pump, were added along with old 
Coca-Cola signs. 

"What I've got here is a part of history diat 
you don't want to let go. When people walk 
in there I want diem to feel like they are 
going back to the 1940s and '50s," Moss 
said. 

Until recently the garage housed the 
Virginia Beach's Monster Fire Truck. Moss 
conceived the idea for the world's first 
natural gas-powered Monster fire engine and 
made it a reality dirough a public/private 
partn^ship between the business community 
and the city. 

The project started in 1993 with a 1944 
Seagrave fire engine that Moss found at an 
auction. He purchased the vehicle and 
donated it to the fire department with the 
idea that Virginia Beach vo-tech students 
could transform it into a Monster truck of 
mega proportions. During the school year it 
stayed at the Technical and Career 
Education Center; in the summer, at the 
"Acredale Firehouse." Students even 
volunteered to work on it during their 
summ^ vacation. 

"It worked out real well because we were 
getting die kids off the streets, occupying 
their time and getting some work done, too," 
Moss said. 

The finished vehicle was unveiled two 
weeks ago before a breathless crowd at die 
vo-tech center. Moss was lauded again and 
again as "the man of the day" for his 
dedication to the project 

"I don't know what kept me going," he 
admitted, "because sometimes I would come 
home so stressed out. I was on die phone all 
die time with people trying to get diem to 
d(Niate parts. The diing that really got me 
and was so disappointing was the lack of 
support by some local car (tealers. Tiwy shut 
tlwir doors in our face, as a matter of fact." 
Gladly, those days are behind him and 




Moss is looking forward to the Monster Fire 
Truck spreading its message of fire safety 
and prevention to thousands of school 
children. 

"I know we're going to make a difference," 
he said. "I felt there was somethihg missing 
for a number of years, but now I feel like 
I've accomplished somediing. We going to 
make a mark." 

Moss, a graduate of Kempsville High 
School, attends Holland Road Baptist 
Church and is a member of die Bayside 
Lions Club and Willis B. Fentress Masank 
Lodge. 

Other memberships include the 
International Association of Arson 
Investigators, Tidewater International Arson 
Panel, Virginia Fire Inspectors Association 
and Virginia Beach Professional Firefightos.

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Linda*s Garden grows green under herbist*s careful thumb 



Profession combines business, pleasure

Linda Xnnakis loves the flavor 
and smell of basil almost more 
than she loves pineapple sage. 
and she's craiy about the 
ftigrance that flili h« house fr(»n 
the scented g^inlum she qbwi 
In h« garden, 

Linda's O^rden, located on 
Campbell's Landlni Road in 
Cre^, began with her desire for 
a ^ that would allow her to stay 
home with her three children. It's 
evolvM) into a passion and a UlU 
lime career. 

"I have to say I work a lot 
harder now than when I had 
regular jobs," the porky Virginia 
Beach native said. "If you asked 
my husband how many hours a 
week 1 work, he'd tell you 80. But 
I like doing it, and if I didn't I 
don't know how I'd keep up with 
everything I have to do." 

The work, Xenakis has learned, 
requires firm muscles, long hours, 
and the skills and knowledge to 
know what type of herbs do best 
under what conditions. But her 
eyes sparkle when she shows 
visitors around her garden and 
plants and refers to the small 
plahts she grows from clippings as 
her "babies." 

Xenakis began selling herbs, 
dried flowers and water plants 
from her house after attending a 
horticultural seminar, then 
completing a master ga^ening 
cla.ss about six years ago. Hert)S 
plants and advice on how to grow 
tliem are her specialty, but she 
also sells water flowers, water 
clover, and some herbal blends, 
wreaths, died flowers and h^bal 
vinegars. 

"When we moved back to this 
area I wanted to do something 
that I could stay home and do," 
said Xenakis, who grew up in 



Creeds then returned to the area'^ 
14 years ago with her husband, 
Mick, and their children. 

She'd always grown a few 
herbs, and when she tried selling 
some of them at a plant sale she

was surprised at the response. She 
decided to focus on raising and 
selling herbs on both the 
wholesale and retail level and 
business, particularly this past 
season, has been 
"overwhelming." 

"I try to have a good selection 
and keep up with what people 
want," Xenakis said. 

She's a member of the Virginia 
Herb Growers and Marketers 
Association as well as the 



International Herb Association, 
and she also reads several 
magazines to keep up with "what 
herbs are hot right now" 

Her succeu stems partly from 
being in the right place at the 
right time. Hwbi hive become 
v«^ popular In the lyi sevenl 
years, aho added, and people 
come to hw ftum firom ai tu 
iwty M WlUlMMburi loddni for 
h«kt ttHU tfny on code with, uio 
in toy or pofouifi, or Jut tnjoy. 
"So many poo^ an into M^ 
now," said Xanakla. "And that's 
good beeausi ttMy'rt good t&t 
you," 

Culinary herbs remain the 
biggest sellers, but some 
customers an Interested in 
medicinal heiba and many others 
just ei\)oy growing ttem. 

"It's raUixlng to work around 
them," she said. Their fragrance, 
has a calming effect, she added, 
and herb gardening is "a good 
way to relax for people who woric 
in an office all day." 

She also attributes her success 
to her organic gardening methods 
and the fact that she offers 
varieties that grow well in this 
area. "This climate is a little 
different because it's very 
humid," she said. 

Some hert)s require very little 
watering in this humid climate 
while others can tolerate a lot of 
water. Lavcnden and some other 
herbs survive very well outioors 
here in the winter. Others, 
including basil, can only survive 
in temperatures down to about SO 
degrees, so Linda advises would- 
be herb gardeners to be familiar 
with the herbs they're trying to 
grow. 

To help her customers get 
started, Xenakis has printed a 
catalogue that defines each 
variety she sells and describes the 
growing conditions it requires. 
She also strongly advises her

customers to stay away from 
chemical fmiliz^s. 

"The Miracle-Orow kind of stuff 
makes the herbs too bushy and 
the flavor's not as strong," she 
said. 



She uses a mixture of sea kelp 
and fish emulsion, but she's also 
learrod that many herbs require 
very little fertilization. Grass 
clippings make an excellent 
fertilizer throughout Uie growing

"Bverything is organic, I don't 
use any ohamleals," she said, 
"It's a mat bit mora work but it's 
worth it." 

Shi also oradlu her fltmiiy with 
belplni kw buUd tho buiinaii. 
Ito husband built her gnanhouio, 
har ioni and neighborhood kids 
help with the maintenanca, and 
her entlra fiunlly has been very 
tolannt about tiie boxes, aays 
and other supplies that filled their 
house and cv f« awhile. 

Now, she has a trailer next to 
her garden that she plans to use 
for hv office and a pick-up truck 
to transport the herbs she sells at 
various special events throughout 
the area. 

"I'm moving the boxes out of 
my house now, so soon I'll have a 
house again," she joked. "And I 
got a truck last year. I was using 
my car for awhile, and I'd have 
flats in the front seat, flats 
everywhere." 

Although the business is only 
open to the public during the 
growing season, raising heits is a 
year-round job. During the winter 
Xenakis is busy potting plants to 
be used during the next year's 
growing season. She's developed 
physical endurance from lugging 
around the heavy bags of potting' 
soil, and she's also developed a 
sense of humor about an 
occasional mishap. 

"Once I was delivering some 
plants when the whole top shelf of 
plana fell over in my truck," she 
said. "I was just in tears," but a 
quick check revealed that all but 
a couple of the plants survived 
intact.

Beach native 
gets intern 
experience on 
Capitol Hill; 
plans career

Scott VanCilder, a 22-year-old 
senior communications major at 
George Mason University, 
recently completed an internship 
with U.S. Sen. Joseph B. Biden Jr. 

Before the job began, he said 
Jie was apprehensive but excited 
about working on Capitol Hill. 
And although he only expected to 
answer phones, he said the 
internship was much more than 
that. 

VanOilder's primary duty 
consisted or working in the 
mailroom, forwarding letters to 
their specific legislative 
correspondents. 

"The amofint of information 
that comes into the office daily is 
amazing," he said. "You can't 
help but learn what's going on in 
Congress or in the businras world 
due to the vast information that's 
coming into the office." 

'People can write to their 
senators and get an answer to 
anything," Van Gilder said, 
adding Ait he did a lot of the 
research for the responses. 

His favorite aspect of the 
internship came in writing letters, 
from which he also had his most 
mtmat^bk «xp«»ience, It occurod 
when a teuer to the senate was 
sent by a young boy scout who 
asked, "Why is there a Take Your 
Daughter or Work Day and not a 
Take Your Son to Woric Day?" 

After researching the subject, 
VanGildcr replied to the letter on 
behalf of the senator. When he 
went to get final api»'0val for the 
letter, he met up with the senator 
who read the letter and praised 
him for a job well done. 

"It was gratifying to write the 
letter and be recognized by the 
senator," he said. 

He realizes the fortunate timing 
for his internship to occur. 

"Historically speaking, I 
worked during the 100 days of 
Congress," a period which he 
referred to as "a revolutionary 
time on Capitol Hill." 

All the volunteer and 
commuting time paid off for 
VanGuilder when he was offered 
a permanent job by the senator. 
But he rejected it mainly due to 
timing. 

After his graduation this 
summer, VanCilder will return to 
Virginia Beach because as he 
puts it, "That's my home!" Once 
there, he plans to get involved in 
local politics. 

He attributes his career 
ambitions to the practical 
experience and insight into our 
political system that he gained 
through his internship with Sen. 
Biden's office. 

"Public relations is a huge part 
of politics. I haven't ruled that 
out," he said. "It's something I 
didn't really think about before 
my internship, but since I've had 
the experience it could be an 
option for me." 

VanCilder is a 1991 graduate of 
Cape Henry Collegiate. He is the 
son of Carol Miller of Virginia 
Beach, and Eric VanCilder of 
Wilmington, Del.

As a sign language interpreter 
worked her fingers busily, the 
Mayors' Commissions/Commit- 
tees of Greater Hampton Roads 
recmtly set up their plans for the 
futine. 

Made up of a mix of disabled 
aiid able-bodied individuals, the 
planning committee is a remin^r 
of their important message — the 
blind, sighted, deaf, hearing, 
wheelchaired and walking all 
have important contributions to 
make. 

Their message is simple. 
Employers who hire only 
"apparenUy healUiy" workers are 
missing out on a great pool of la- 
bor. 

People in wheelchairs or who 
have hearing or visual problems 
may have difficulties getting 
around, but they do have a strong 
wwk ethic and many capabilities 
that could strongly benefit their 
employers. 

So that's why the committee 
made up of membos (rf Mayor's 
Committees/Commissions for 
Persons with disabilities from 
eight area cities is putting {o- 
gether plans tcx a symp(»ium mat 
month in Chesapeake focusing on 
employment for the disaUed. 

Call "Fwging New Freedoms," 
the symposium will provide an 
educatkinal opportunity fm em- 
ployers and individuals to team 
about jobs available in the area 
fw the physically- and mentally- 
challenged. 

'X}ct. 12 is the fourth Gieato- 
Hampion Roads Regional 
Symposium," explained Ted 
ClarksfMi, a committee nonber. 
"It includes eight cities — 
Suffolk, Portsmouth, Chesa- 
peake. Virginia Beach. Norfolk, 
Hafflj^n, New|»rt News and 
Poqooion. We ate focusing on

Then using the capabilities of 
Nelson Malbon as an example, 
the chairman of the committee 
putting togedier die symposium as 
well as president of the Virginia 
Association for the Blind, 
Clarkson said, "He was an em- 
ployee of Ford Motor company. 
He had acquired diabetes, and his 
sight left" 

Ha Ann Cannon, secretary of 
the committee, added that 
Malbon "v/otks with he blind, and 
ha has an office in his home that 
he works out of. He's always try- 
ing to help anyone who is blind 
with many prd>lem, housing and 
employment. With this ADA 
(Americans with Disabilities Act) 
he knows the different laws. 

"If someone encounters prob- 
lems — libraries have to have 
special equipment, access fot the 
blind. He's always into the truis- 
potation. Transpotation is always 
a pn^lem." 

Malbon is not the only success 
story that they know. 

"There's a gentlemen that I 
h^^n to know that was in an au- 
tomobile accident, and he's a 
quadriplegic," Clarkson ex- 
plained. "He got a masta's de- 
gree and works as a ixt^rammer," 
headtted. 

Clarkson added that his own 
s(m has a [m)blem with dyslexia. 

"I have a xa who is mentally 
challenged. Here is a young man 
who is dyslexic, yet he is a grad- 
uate of VMl, and he's a Marine 
piltM. I know the effort it's taken 
him to reach where he is today, 
and that is why I am involved be- 
cause I now we can do good. It's 
scmiething diat is a sleqiing gi- 
ant, but the potential is thoe. 
"People want to work. They 



don't want to be on SSI. They 
don't want to be on entitlements, 
and this is the way to take indi- 
viduals with as many abilities as 
an able-bodied person — to get 
them back on the taxpayer rolls 
and give them a good feeling 
about Uiemselves Many have low 
self-esteem. Abte'^bod^ individ- 
uals have looked down on people 
with disabilities." 

Malbon quickly got down to 
business. 

He explained "Our focus this 
ycta, our theme, is 'forging new 
freedoms.' We are focusing on 
employment of people with dis- 
abilities. Our keynote speaker is 
John Lancaster, executive direc- 
tor of the president's Committee 
of Employment of People with 
Disabilities. 

"He's from Washington, D.C. 
and will kick off wiUi his mes- 
sage, then the program will go 
into a panel discussion where we 
will have representatives from die 
Departments for the Visually 
Handicapped and Rehabilitative 
Services and Assisted 
TechtMJlogy." 

The Fourth Annual Regional 
Symposium for Persons with 
Disabilities will be held in 
Chesapeake on Thursday, Oct. 21 
at the Holklay Inn-GrKnbrier.
